JEWELRY TO BE SOLO 



End of Proceedings in Connection With 
Attempted Smuggling to Van> 
oouver. 



Seattle. Jap. 8. — The deputy collec- 
tor of customs reports that he has re- 
ceived orders from U.S. District At- 
torney Elmore Todd to turn over all 
the Jewelry In the Max Howe-Eugene 
Wagner smuggling case to U.S. Mar- 
shal R. M. Hopkins, who will sell the 
articles at public auction as soon as 
the necessary conflscatton proceedings 
are Instituted. This will probably be 
during the course of next month. This 
will close one of the most sensational 
smuggling cases on record in this dis- 
trict. In December, 1907, information 
reached the officials that Eugene Wag- 
ner was trying to take jewelry worth 
$G,000 to Vancouver, B.C., for a jeweler 
there named Max Howe, without pay- 
ing the duty. The Inspectors found 
tho jewelry In four different places, 
siinu; In a trunk hi the Great Northern 
dijiot vault, and some In BelUngham 
and some In n safety deposit vault In 
Seattle. Wagner was arrested at the 
time, antl vn the lirst of last month 
was tried and aciiulttcd In Seattle as 
merely a tool of Howe. The conllscat- 
ed Jewelry consists o£ several hundred 
watches, rings and pins.

Resolution of Rebuke Is Passed 

' By "an Overwhelrhing 
■ : .. . Majority. 



Washington, Jan. 8'. — After having 
made him tho target all day for criti- 
cism, with here and there words of 
commendation, the house of represen- 
tatives' tonight' by a vote of 212 to 35 
rebuked President Roosevelt by tabl- 
ing so much oC his message as re- 
llected on members of congress in con- 
nection with his recommdatlons rc- 
gardlnir tho secret service detectives, 
and also declaring it to be the sen.?o 
of the house that it sliall decline to 
consider any communication Iroin any 
source which i.s not in its own judg- 
ment respectful. 

With feelings of outraged dignity 
and pride on , the. part of many mem- 
b(!rs, the House "todfty' Bfave Itself up 
entirely rtb, a" -dliSoUsslon of . one b£ the 
most inoinetitbu's- questions that ever 
catriff;^belbr.o;*;lti-'it8 ffinctlons as a 
legislative 'tiddy" In contradistinction to 
tl)06e of the executive branch of tho 
Government. 

As had been forecast, the report of 
tho special committee appointed to 
deal with tho language in tho Presi- 
dent's annual message, and In hia 
special message of last Monday bear- 
ing on tlie secret service affecting 
members of Congress, was submitted, 
and it was used as the basis for some 
Darnest and vigorous speeches ever 
heard In the hlst6rlc''''cbaml)ei< .v'Tho 
house was in no mood to' treat tho 
subject otherwise than seriously, al- 
though In tile remarks which wore 
made tho references to the President 
almost Invariably wero couched In 
parliamentary language, nor was tho 
President without his supporters. 

In anticipation of the report, tho 
effect of which was to administer a 
rebuke .ot the President, there was one 
of the largest ■ attendances of niom- 
bors of this session, while the galler- 
ies .at allr times were filled, to their 
capacity. To accommodate the crowds 
the. doors opening. -to-. .i.the . . corridors 
were thrown open, and' those were 
choked with people, while standing In 
line behind them were hundreds of 
others. 

There was not a moment during tho 
day that the diplomatic g.allory was 
iiuL luily occupied, many of the oc- 
cupants being compelled to sit on tho 
edge of tlie seats next tho aisles. So 
great was the interest in the proceed- 
ings tliat many senators came over to 
tlie house and sat for soverals hours, 

Towards the close of the dcb;ite 
.Mr. Gardner, (JIass.), vainly en- 
deavored to secure, llrst, the adoption 
of a substitute for the resolution In 
the shape of an amendment expressing 
confidence In the committee on ap- 
propriations; arid then the postpone- 
ment of the whdlo matter until Mon- 
day, but he was overwhelmingly out- 
voted.

GOOD FOR JANAIMQ 



Figures Show Remarkable- In- 
crease .Oyer Those oftkasti- 
Year 



Vancouver, Jan. 8. — Getting even 
with Engineer John Da\ey, of the Great 
Northern train service between Van- 
couver and Seattle, because,-, ho had 
testified against the negro" Jenkins 
at 'Westminster a few months ago. Is 
given as the purpose of the human 
fiends who last night succeeded In 
causing a wreck on the line near Bell- 
ingham. 

The theory upon which tho police 
are working today is that the wrecking 
of the train was carried out by way of 
revenge against Daley. Tho latter was 
the Great Xorthern locomotive driver 
who last August saw Jenkins, the ne- 
gro, near tlio Great Northern tracks 
at Ilazolmere, just after the colored 
man had killed Mr.s. Mary Morrison 
and fled. The afternoon train bound 
for Vancouvc.T was cdming from the 
.south and the olisi-rvant engineer took 
special notice of tho negro. 

Daley freely gavo evidence at the 
trial which resulted in the conviction 
of the negro. Jenkins has since boon 
hanged. There is good ground for be- 
lieving, according to Information In the 
hands of the authorities, ihat the 
wreck last night was iilanned to bring 
about the death of the engineer. Tho 
murderers cared not a particle if they 
killed one hundred other people in 
filling him.

Nanalnio, Jan. 8 — From twelve to 
fifteen thousand tons la tho estimated 
amount of herring caught in Nanaimo 
harbor and adjacent waters this sea- 
son and shipped to foreign ports 
within the past three months. The 
daily shipment of several hundred 
tons still continues. 

Between four and five hundred men 
mostly Japs, are at work salting these 
flah for ■ foreign marltets and a largo 
Jieetiof^ freightera ^are! busily -engaged 
In transporting^ the cured .herring to 
the mainland aiid Puget Soiihd .Id con- 
nect with the outgoing OrlentaUlIhers. 
The Japanese are porliaps the:heaviest 
exporters, and have shlppedjjs^eral 
thousands of tons ■ of the", flsh.* tq;^'the 
Orient - thlb ; sea'sohi" On th'b 'last ■ out- 
ward voyage^of the lyo Maru, a heavy 
shipment of fherrlng-,was mada to the 
Chinese market^ and' other •similar 
shipments were mMe -ori^ vessels prior 
to the sailing of the lyo',' 

Tho ilshermen report they are 
hiiving a good season. Not only Is the 
fishing very good, but tho market this 
year Is better than It was last. There 
Is, however, a great scarcity of her- 
ring at present in the Immediate har- 
bor as compared v/ith previous year.s. 
The herring are to bo found outside 
in plenty, but, of course, tho fishing 
there is more difllcult owing to the 
depth of wiiter. The theory advanced 
by the Japanese Ilshermen for tho 
lessening run of herring in the bay 
itself is at once plausible and very in- 
teresting. Tho Japanese reason that 
the herring were forced to run into 
the harbor by tho whales that prey 
upon them. Tho opening of the 
whaling industry at Departure Bay 
naturally very greatly depleted tho 
number of whales in tills section of the 
Gulf of Georgia,, and tlio small fish aro 
not under the same stress to malce the 
shelter of the harbor. T^hus . the 
fishermen are forced to go ftirth'er out 
for tho llsh. 

Tho satisfactorly thing Is that the 
fishing la still good, and as a local In- 
dustry is still growing In Importance. 
It Is doubtful whether the local her- 
ring Industry has 'ever received tho 
recognition • It deserves. Its Import- 
ance is much greater ' than tho aver- 
age man would be disposed to Imag- 
ine. More than that, the Industry' is 
growing every year and this year It 
Is probable that the total' output will 
bo twice that of last year. Just how 
the '■herring trade Is growing may bo 
gathered from tho presence of tho 
Xorwegian steamer Thordls in tho 
harbor. Many of those who have 
looked across the water of tho bay 
may havo wondered wliy tho big 
freighter was anchored where slio is. 
Tho Thordia Is hound for China, and 
h(>r cargo will bo lu-rring. .She Is to 
load two thousand live hundred tons 
of the fish for tho China market.^ In 
pddltlon to this, big loads of hourlng 
are being shipped across tho gulf 
every day. The Coast St(.'amshli) 
company has chartovcd tho stcanuT 
Fingal to a Japanese coniriany, and 
she is runnln.g regularly to Vancouver. 
The steamer Clansman i.s .tIso occu- 
pii.'d in the same business, and tho 
Senator Is in to.Iay for tlic seventh 
cargo. As slio takes three hundred 
tiuis each trip, the Senator has now 
alone delivered 2100 tons of fish from 
this port. 'J'ho captniii of this vessel 
expec'ts to carry 4000 tons this sea- 
son, against 2500 last season. Alto- 
gether something like ten to twelve 
thousand tons have already been ex- 
ported, to say nothing of tho amount 
used by the halibut fleet and the 
various smoking and curing com- 
panies, and, the season has still. a long 
time to run. This figure, .big' as Itlls, 
win be considerably Increased, and-all 
nroes to, detnoiistrate the Increasing 
Importance pf'tHls local industry.

I tically inaccessible. 
! So much are your Committee Im- 
pressed with this confirmation of re- 
ports from other sources that \ve 
pprposo to recommend that the Is- 
land Association, when formed, ap- 
point a delegation to wait upon tho 
Provincial Government and urge that 
an .iprroprlatlon be made during tho 
eriniinr; .senslon 'of the Legl'alature, 
for the construction of trails on Van- 
coin'or T.sl.'ind. 

Mr. .Sutton also imiiressed your 
Cuiiiiiilttce with tile necessity for a 
complete geological survey of the Is- 
lanil and the preparation nf necnr- 
ate maps on a large scale in order 
to as.^ist in a more Hysteniatie ex- 
ploitation of the mineral wealth.

Dear Sir,— -Tim menibers of this 
Board of Trade consider that the timo 
has arrived for organizing an associa- 
tion which shall represent all the com- 
nicrclnl Interests of Vancouver Island, 
and at tho last montlily g-oneral meet- 
ing appointed a special conimlllco for 
that purpose. 

Tho special committee liuve mot and 
given instructions that you bo asked 
to co-operate with them by having a 
reprcaentatlvo appointed by the resi- 
dents of your district. This course 
appears to bo imperative If tho full- 
est strength of the association is to be 
exorclml, and there is no doubt that 
occasional meetings of business men 
so appointed can bo made a very 
powerful factor in tho development of 
Vancouver Island generally. 

The scope of the proposed orgaiiiza- 
tlnp. will have to be defined at a meet- 
ing of the uek-gatca a« no plan has 
so far been defined, and the ciueaiion 
at the present time Is an open one. 
Thoro are many points upon which 
imanimous support may be cxiiected, 
such for instance as: Mall service, 
freight and passenger rates and s(^r- 
vices, construction of roads and trails, 
(levi'Icipincnt of the natural resources 
of each Individual district, and all 
.such non-contentious subjects. 

A matter which should receive im- 
mediate attention Is the collection and 
puldicatioii, in pamphlet torm, of con 
else and accurate information in re- 
gard to tile resources of Vancou\-er 
Island, for dislribulion at tlie AlasUa- 
Yulion-Pacine exposition, at Seattle 
next year. This, too, is common 
ground on wliicli all can unite with 
ad>.-anl.'igi: and may serve as an initial 
proeteding of tile proposed organiza- 
tion. 

The committee will therefore be 
much obliged if you will kindly give 
this matter your inunediate attention, 
a.id awaiting the favor of a replj-, be- 
long llio I'Hh proximo if possible, in 
which we hope you will gls'" us tlie 
n.-inie ol tiie gentleman who has been 
appointed, so that we can correspond 
with him at once. 

Chairman's Comments. 

Mr. Prior: "While answers have not 
been received from Saanlch and Lady- 
smlth und only from these two places, 
1 hope tnat the mayor ami the Board 
of 'irade of Uadysmlth, wnieli is a 
town of real Importance, wUi speedily 
sec their way clear to send a rejdy and 
accept this friendly and useful invita- 
tion. (Hear, hear.) As concerns tlie 
visit of .Mr. Kichardson, who la sup- 
posed to be the best man in this whole 
north-western country for publicity 
work, he has acted as tlie secretary of 
the UrcBon Development League, while 
ne has been engaged for similar work 
both in Clilcago and in Winnipeg. 
(Hear, hear.) Ho has agreed to be here 
on the ll'.'nd Instanh the day after the 
House opens, whputl\ very considerable 
number of people will be hi town and 
we have determined that the very best 
way of having this Issue brought prom- 
inently before tin: public is to arrange 
for a business men's luncheon when 
Mr. Richardson can submit to us his 
ideas. {Hear, liear.) I do not thiiilc 
tliat a better way can bo chosen and 
It !s certainly much i)ruferabl(; to an 
ordinary public mceling. (Hear, hear.) 
All the delegates from tile different 
parts of the Island can then assemble 
together, choose their own cliairmeu 
ami map out the work which tlu-'y 
con.slder ought to be imdertaicen. 
(Hear, hear.) 

"Of course we shall rociuire some 
funds, whicli must be provided either 
by tlie Board or by public subacrip- 
lion. For, as dei<-gates will come from 
AlbcrnI, Nanainio, Cumberland, etc., 
tho least we can do will be to jiay their 
hotel e.xptiises as well as -Mr. Richard- 
son's, while he is in town. (Hear, 
hear.) Tiie delegates will not number 
over 8 or U, and no hint has bei-u given 
by Mr. Nelson that Mr. Richardson will 
ask for any payment for his personal 
purposes." 

Mr. RIthet: "I would suggest that 
trails seem to bo rather out of date 
and behind the spirit of this age. It 
would be much better to build trunk 
or wagon roads, as very little in addi- 
tion can be now accomplished by 
means of trails, for greater facilities 
should surely be provided than are 
furnished by the ordinary trail. (Hear, 
hear.) And besides, trails need con- 
stant attention. The report does not 
go far enough." 

Mr. Prior: "This question had the 
most careful attention of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Sutton, who has travelled ex- 
tensively over tile Island, states that 
no point upon it Is farther than 20 
miles from salt water, but the under- 
growth Is so thick as practically to 
prevent Investigation on tho part of 
prospectors, who can do little else at 
the moment than explore tho coast 
and a mere fringe It Is inland fium 
their canoes and boats. {Hear, hear.) 
Horse trails will not cost over JlOO a 
mile and can be of sen'ico for a long 
time, while wagon roads wilt come 
later. (Hear, hear.) Good trails and a 
trustworthy geological map will serve 
present purposes, and the committee 
generally agreed with Mr. Sutton upon 
these essential particulars when they

shall always bo kept open. (Hear, 
hear.) , , 

"Another ol WtVi Sutton's itaternents 
was of extreme- Intei'eBt to mo; land 
doubtless to all, that as far as geolo- 
gists have ascertained, glacial drift 
does not exist upon this Island, enabl- 
ing us to get at our stores of, mineral 
wenltii witli much less difliculty than 
is tho case upon tho nmlnland, where 
glacial drift lias covered up so much 
territory. (Hear, hear.) Our forma- 
tion, moreover, being particularly of a 
carboniferous character has readily 
been transformed into soil, leading 
probably to the present wonderful 
growth of timber of most splendid 
(luallty and placing us in possession of 
a very large projiortlon of the llnest 
merchantabk' timber in the wiiolo 
province of British Columbia." (Hoar, 
liear. ) 

"Capt. To-wjnsend, as well as prea- 
pectors, liav<! freiiuently dwelt upon 
tlu.' great imiiortanct! of being able to 
penetrate easily Into the interior and 
of eoinmunicating witti their base of 
supplies. (Hear, bear.) Mr. .Sutton, 
for instance, consumed nearly two 
weeks in proceeding eleven miles In 
order to investigate a mineral claim, 
wliereas, witli a good trail, he could 
have gone In and come out again with- 
in a tiay." (Hear, hear.) 

Commends Proposal 

Mr. II. B. Thomson, M. P. P.: "I 
think we all appreciate tin: f.act that 
if we get ail these delegates together 
a.nd if \',e can all then arrange to luill 
together, some very good work mu:;t 
iiievltabi\' rt-suit in the way of develop- 
ing tlie resources of Vancouver Island. 
(Hear, hear.) It is an extremely good 
idea to secure tlie advice of Mr. 
Richardson, who has had an i-xtensh-e 
T'xperlence all llirougli the north-west, 
and who recently organized tiio State 
of Oregon Develoiiment association, 
\'.'lilch practically has the backing of 
all tlic Chambers of Commerce in Ore- 
gon, and in wliose efforts over $100,000 
will he expended for i>ublicity purposes 
during the jiresont year, as lie might 
easily give us some very valuable 
counsel indeed. ( Aiipbiuse.) 

Mr. Mara moved the adoption of tho 
report, ivmarking that undoubtedly 
good results would follow the adoption 
of the course proposed. 

Mr. Pauline: "The point made is 
tliat trails will not open iiii the coun- 
try for the purposes of settlers; and 
wliat we need more than anything 
else is jiopulation to occupy tho thou- 
sands of acres of valuable lands whicli 
we possess, and if wc could induce tiie 
government to begin work upon road- 
ways and add year by year to their 
mileage, they would certainly prove 
more beneficial than trails, which, in a 
short time are grown over and ren- 
dered impassable." (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Paterson: "The question of 
trails was considered some years ago, 
when it was clearly demonstrated that 
it was simply Impossible to penetrate 
Into tho Interior of the Island for more 
thaa'IO'^or IS miles, and what Is the 
use of having land lit for settlement 
it It cannot bo reached, — (hear, hear) 
—and I \tjnturo to say that If a main 
trail Is opened to some central and de- 
sirable point with other trails radiat- 
ing from It, more can bo accomplished 
witliin sl.x montha tlian can be done 
with the present system in L'5 years. 
(Hear, hear.) 'i'lie lirst thing to bo 
done Is to build trails and find out 
I'xactly what we possess, and then 
roads. (Hear, hear.) If wo have much 
good land and many valuable miner- 
als the sooner we know it the better, 
and if these do not exist tiie same 
conclusion apjdies witli equal force. 
If you ask tlie government for assist- 
ance you will he told that hundreds of 
place;; in the interior need trails just 
as b.'ully. I once succeeded while in 
the House in getting a large sum in- 
cluded in the estimates, but owing to 
the oiiposition of members from tho 
Interior it was cut out on tlie follow- 
ing morning. (Hear, hear.) I think it 
will lie diflicult to secure any con- 
siderable grant from the government 
for this purpose, and, moreover, liiey 
are expending JSO.OnO, or $100,000. upon 
a trunk road. I have held that it 
would pay the business men of Vic- 
toria to subscribe a certain amount 
to hasten tho opening up of our In- 
terior, as it would be easily recouped, 
and you cannot well advise people to 
come and settle In this Island unless 
vou can take them upon. tho available 
innds, and trails offer the simplest 
and readiest means of communica- 
tion at the present time." (Hear, 
hear.) 

Trail to Nootka 

Jlr. Lugrin: "In answer to my 
rpiestion Mr. Sutton said that he 
strongly advised the construction of a 
trail from Nootka Sound across the 
Island until It met the troll which 
communicates with tho east coast, 
whllo trails leading from It to both the 
north and the south could be built 
from some central point upon it, 
carrying into effect Mr. Paterson's 
Idea. (Hear, hear.) It Is further 
known that the height of land In this 
region would not at all obstruct tho 
eventual construction of a railway. 
(Hear, hoar.) Mr. Sutton also in- 
sisted upon tho deBlrahillty of secur- 
ing a thorough geographical survey of 
tlie Island, about which, .as a matter 
of fact; we know very little. (Hear, 
hear.) 

"Such reports, as we possess arc ex- 
ceedingly limited, and the department 
does not, seem to appreciate the neces- 
sity which exists for having a full 
geographical survey of the Island 
made. Mr. Sutton has not only pro- 
pared a googrraphical map but is also 
of tho opinion that such a mnp tipon 
a complete scale is one of the most 
Important sources for Information tliat 
we could possibly secure." (.Viiplause.) 

Mr. McCurdy: "Tho following very 
interesting letter was addressed upon 
this point to tho committee: 
Col. E. O. Prior, Chairman of Com- 
mittee upon Development of Van- 
couver Island. 

Dear Sir: — The proposal to Inaug- 
omte a Bysteni of geological cxplora- 
tioiv and the establishment of a scries 
of trails over which tho prospector, 
mining and timber man can reach 
the interior, and now unknown i)arts 
of tiie Island, Is something wlilcii were 
it energetically undertaken and 
thoroughly carried out, would result 
In far reaching effects, the results of 
which, at tills time, are lio>-oiid com- 
putation. Practically tho greater 
area of Vancouver . Island, to the 
mining man. Is an unknown country, 
and even the.. coast line of a great 
part of it Is most suporllclally known. 
This fact la . true, especially, of the 
Ifeland's west const. 
' It Is the prospector, tho mining man, 
the'" timber cruiser, wlio realizes so 
well, how profound and- vftBt arc theHo

Stephen Rlvns was tried yesterday 
by Maglstrato Jay on tlic clmrge of 
havliiK burBlarlzed tho Prince hotel, 
stealing- §435 thererroni. HIh wornlilp 
reserved Ills judgment, saying that he 
wanted time to loolv over the evidence. 
It aiipear.^i that during tiio early hour.s 
of Cliristma.s niorninjj someone got into 
Dm b;u-room of tlie hotel througii tlio 
eellnr and atolo the Kiim of money men- 
tioned from the Hufo. It included a 
clieck and two bills for $100. One of 
these wa.s an ordinary bill on the Bank 
of Commerce, but the other was one 
nf tiie liirire double Size Bank of Mon- 
treal bills, and owing - to its being 
.soinowhai unusual everyone seemed'to 
liavo taken particular notice of It. 

Rivas had been staylns In the house 
for several days and was broke.. In 
tact, just before tho bar was closed 
on Christmas ovo lie was refused a bot- 
i tlo oC whiskey bocauso ho could not 
' pay for it. About four iu tho mnrnlnir, 
however, he was down in the tender- 
loin with another- Frenchman known to 
the police as Francois, but who ap- 
pears to have got out of town, offering 
a SlOO bill to bo changed. In another 
place lie got tlio big bill eluinged, and 
on Chriatmas evening ho informed one 
of his associates that lie was the one 
who had rol)bed the liotcl and tliat 
was where Ills money came from. He 
appears to have thrown lil.s money 
riglit and left, and wa.s practically 
penniless when arrested. Several wit- 
nesses substantiated tho account ot his 
movements and the fact of having 
changed these large bills. 

In Ills own defence Kivas .said that 
tliG bills belonged to bis companion 
Fr.ancoKs. and that he had got tliein 
etia.ngcd for the latter who .spuke little 
Kngllsh. On Christnia.s afternoon 
Francois told him that he was In trou- 
ble and was going away. He gave the 
witness JBO and had previously given 
liini $35. He could assign no reason 
why he should have received these 
gifts. He -denied that ho had admit- 
ted the robbery, saying that what he 
did say was that that was where his 
money probably came from. By that 
time he had heard of the burglary and 
had come to the conclusion that Fran- 
cols was referring to It when he had 
said that he was in trouble. • 

Tho maglstrato reserved his decision 
saying lliat !ic w.antod to Ipok over 
tho evidence. The prisoner Was not 
defended by counsel.

Revenue Increases Sixty Pel 
Cent — No Boxes or Draw- 
ers Yet Available 



The close of the year sees a' great 
congestion, ot business in the lutal 
postollice, which will Ije relieved to 
sonio extent wlu-n the new extension 
is available. Postmaster Shakespeare 
said yesterday that he hoped tu be able 
to move in about two weeks. 

The way the bu.sliiess Is increasiiiB 
is v.'cll illustrated by the increase in 
revenue. I'^or the year ending Marcii 
31, 1907, the revenue of tin.- A'lcturla 
postollice was $53,405. S3, while for the 
year ending March 31, ItlOS, the rev- 
enuo was $S4,7G9.C7, or nn Increase in 
one year of about CO per cent. Tiie 
figures for the current year are not yet 
obtainable, but as the postmaster says 
that a greatly increased business has 
been done during the last nine months, 
It may be taken as certain that this 
year's revenue will show another rec- 
ord. 

There are at present 782 postofflce 
boxes and drawers, and they are all ot 
them rented, with a very large waiting 
list. In fact for tho past year it has 
been practically impossible to get a 
box. However, this condition will be 
remedied la the near future when the 
new quarters are ready. Mr. Shakes- 
peare says that the matter of now 
boxes will bo taken up then, and so mo 
fresh ones provided. How many ad- 
ditional boxes will be available Is not 
certain as yet. 



YEAR'S PROGRESS ON 
CITY'S PUBLIC PARKS 



Over Twenty-One Thousand 
Dollars Spent in Beautify- 
ing tiie City 

The fliial meeting of tho present 
Paries l)oard was lield 5-ePterday at tho 
city hall when the annual report of 
the su|)eriniendent (if parks and 
boulevards, D. D. England, was sub- 
mitted. Little other bii.slnes.s wa;; dune 
tlio board adjourning after a few min- 
utes' session. Mr. England's reiiort, 
which .showed that during thf- year the 
hiy.\i-<\ liad expended $21,490.87, was as 
follows: 

Tho Report.

to state that' I And. It Impossible to 
give full and complete details, as tho 
statements are not yet all mado up, 
but the following particulars as near 
as I can ascertain, comprise the total 
expenditure for. work carried on undor 
the control of tho public parks board. 
Including also Quadra street cemetery. 

The work has all been done by your 
offlclnis. The amount expended is 
$21,490.87, and I am proud to state that 
almost every piece of worlc has been 
done much below tho estimated cost 
with tho exception of tho Beacon Hill 
parlv, and e\"v!n in thi.s case it Is no 
fault of mine as will be seen by de- 
tailed statements attaclied which In- 
clude Inventory of tools, plant, etc. 
Five miles of boulevard havo been 
constructed this year, making a total 
of eight and throe-fifths miles. Only a 
portion of one is left to bo flnlslied. 
Tho cost ot work done on same Is ap- 
proximately nine thousand dollars. 
Doulovards to the extent of about six 
and one half miles have bee'n passed by 
tho council, part of which aro ready to 
go on with as soon . the .weather 
permits. ^ . . -. . . , 

There were also hin'eteen thousand 
feet frontage of boulevards maintain- 
ed. The estimated cost wii^ seven cents 
per lin-cai foot, but the actual cost was 
six cents, the work b.clng donoibclow 
the estimates. 

' ParkS;'; • 
Beacon Hill !Park-r;4?, before stated, 
twice the area ot gffisB has been kept 
cut in the park and maintained than in 
previous years,, .yet -the .cost of such 
maintenance has beeii less, tha actual 
maintenance being about $2,035.00. The 
cost of the maintenance of tho ani- 
mals haTi also been cut in two, enabling 
me to make more Improvements as 
slated In my iirevlous report. Twenty 
thousand square yards of land havo 
biH-u leveled and covered with loam 
and lawn, tlie value of the work being 
$2,000. Thv animal pens were also re- 
paired, wliitewaslied and a temporary 
stabh^ fitted up, tiie cost of same be- 
ing S200. 

The inventory shows Sfi.35.00 worth 
of tools and plant purchased during 
this year, only some $150 worth being 
found on hand when 1 took over tho 
park. 

One of the most valuable purohases 
was the horse and equipments for his 
use and it Has more than paid for it- 
self. It will be a move In the right di- 
rection to get another. A number ot 
trees havo been pruned, some have fal- 
len and some have been cut down. 

As before stated it has cost consid- 
erable to protect tho birds, animals and 
tiie property generally, but good pro- 
gress Is being made In this direction. 
Band Concerts. 

The band concerts were well appre- 
ciated and passed off without any in- 
cident to mar the pleasure they afford- 
ed, but the evening concerts were not 
favorable, not only causing additional 
expense, but much damage-to trees and 
shrubs. In future If evening concerts 
are to be held ,tho park will havo to 
liavo many lights. Th^. lighting ques- 
tion will have to, be dealt with at nn 
early date, any way. !A.s .there are no 
fences this-, park is used as a public 
highway jind.lt is almgst impossiblo on 
a dark night to find tho way, in tact It 
is not safe. But there Is so much 
needed in this park and the amount 
spent on it is only like a drop in tlie 
liuciceL of v.'hat should be spent. De- 
ducting the earc of animals, tho tool.s 
and iiliuits, etc., tlie, amount spent on 
tli(?- agtual work this 'year oxclu.mvQ ot 
the nursery Is about $4,000. In other 
cities, like Tacoina for instance, 
tliey spend ton dollars where wo spend 
one, and If the park is to be made what 
it is wortli making, a great deal more 
must be spent on it and the others. 
In Taeoma they levy one mill on tho 
dollar for park purposes. AVhat tax- 
payer would object to this amount? 
I tiave not met one yet, and something 
must be done. 

The lakes will not hold water. They 
need puddling. In faqt, tho whole park 
Is in the same State and needs going 
all over. 

More consideration should be given 
to recreation, sucli as cliildren's play 
grounds, iawn tennis and otlicr games, 
and I feel sure that if this were done 
we would not be troubled so much 
with the boys who do not know what 
to do with themselves. I am prepar- 
ing a system for the consideration of 
your board, whereby tho parks and 
public places would be connected by 
boulevarded streets, so that in driving 
It would not be necessary to go oft 
these striects. ' This has been done in 
many of the leading cities and has 
proved a valuable Idea. 

North Park 

Nortli Park should have more done 
to it, but what has lieen done has been 
appreciated. Tlie lots around It havo 
been sold and man.v valuable hulld- 
Ings put up. I believe the increased 
ta.vcs from the surrounding property 
will more than pay the amount spent 
on it. 

Quadr.i Cemetery — Tills i.s now with 
tho exception of some planting com- 
plete, and should be under tlie con- 
trol of the board as part ot tho park 
system.

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TIMELY DISCUSSIONS. 

One of the most Interestine and use- 
ful inc^utlDgB of the Victoria Boaril of 
Trade wiileli has taken place in a long 
time was held yesterday afternoon, 
when the Interim reports of the Special 
Committees on Island Dovelopmont 
and upon the port facllltlos of Victoria 
wero under conshioratlon. These com- 
mittees are troiiiK at their worlc in a 
l)iifcii!oss-lil;c \va>-. Tlicy are not has- 
tily reaching coucluyioius or reconi- 
niending plans of action, but are pro- 
ceeding: slowly and along ^voll-co^sld- 
orecl lines. Il may lie Micnlioned tiuit 
tliesc conimitteoH mal;e a very con- 
siderable demand upon the time of 
their members, but the work Is being 
done wUli a cheerfulness, proniptnf>ss 
and thoroughness that will lead to 
good results. 

The scope of the work of the com- 
■' tnlttees Is different. The committco on 

Island Dcvolopmont deals with a sub- 
ject in wiiicli the residents of every 
part of the Island are equally concern- 
ed. Hence the co-operation of represen- 
tatives of other centres of population 
has been asked, and the Invitation has 
been accepted by all the localities ex- 
cept Ladysmlth. ^Vc are sure that this 
exception Is due to a cause that can 
be readily explained, and we may add 
that the people of Victoria would re- 
gret very greatly If that very progres- 
sive city should be unrepresented in a 
movement of general interest. As ^yilI 
be seen from the report of the com- 
mittee and the discussion upon it, the 
objects aimed at are in no sense of 
the word local. Although the initiative 
in tile movement was taicen by the 
Victoria Board of Trade, tlie idea is to 
worlc for the benefit of the whole Is- 
land. It was for this reason that the 
second committee was appointed, so 
that all matters having a special local 
bearing in connection with the possible 
ri'tiulrementu of the future, niight bo 
dealt with apart from those In which 
other cities and towns are equally In- 
terested with Victoria. The Commit- 
tee on Island Development has made 
several suggestions of value. That re- 
lating to the construction of trails is 
one of great importance. Some dif- 
I'ereiice of opinion was expressed at 
the Board as to whether or not It would 
he better to ask for highway roads. 
AVe believe it will be nece.s.'-,ary at a 
very oarl^• date to inaugurate a policy 
of highway extension in Vancouver 
Island; but the purpose to be served 
by trails is quite different from that of 
wagon roads. .V trail is so much 
cheaper than a road that there is a 
justification for making the former 
where it would not be any good re;ison 
for making the latter. Tal<o for ex- 
ample, thQ suggested trail across the 
Island from, say, Nootka Sound to coti- 
noot \yith trails on the east coast. This 
would not bo a very ex])ensive work, 
but it would be an exceedingly useful 
one, because it would enable prospec- 
tors to get to the centre of the Island, 
and If from this cast and west trail 
there were branches north and south, 
prospectors and others would be able 
to cxaiiiinc thu eountry In a manner 
tliot is quite impo.s.sihle now. The 
same observation will apply to other 
trails. A few thousand dollars spent 
In tills way wniUl do a groat deal of 
good. 'J"he matter of a geological sur- 
vey was also mentioned. This is very 
Important, but It Is really impossible 
while the country Is aa inaccessible as 
It now Is. Several reports have been 
made by representatives of the Geo- 
hjLflcal Survey, lint they have neces- 
i-Tn-ilN' liieu > xei-i'(lin;;ly ;hu" rlicial. The 
guuiugieal examination of tlie country 
Is a matter coming especially within 
tho jurisdiction of the Dominion gov- 
ernment; the making of trails Is tin- 
\vnrl< of till.' local f;o\-cniiiiciit; Inil we 
can seo no reason why this should 
prevent both being undertaken at the 
same time. Tho committee is also dl- 
roptlng Its attention to the best means 
of carrying on a campaign of publicity, 
1,-ut upon this point nothing dellnlto 
lias been determined, nor will any- 
thing bo determined until after the 
general conference of other places has 
been hold. Wo look forward to this 
conference with a good deal of Inter- 
est, for we believe it is likely to mark 
the opening of a now era in tl:o his- 
tory of lirltiiili L'oluinbiu. 

The Committee on Victoria's retiuire- 
menta as a port has a very Important 
matter to deal with, and one that pro- 
sen ta itself In several aspects. One of 
them is tho necessity for greater dry 
dock accommodation. The committoo 
niad'; three alternative suggestions to 
llici Uoard, Onu was for the con.struc- 
tlpn oi a now dock by the Goyernmont; 
the second was the strong indorsation 
I' oC.tiny private effort to secure govcrn- 
'^■jiiient nsslfitanco to construct a dock, 
and tiio tlili'd was the enlargement of 
llie pteiieiil <loek. The Hoard struck 
the third HUggcHtlon out of th>) report 



before adopting it, with the assent of 
tho Committoo, which included .It in 
tiielr^^rocpininendatlons only .;iiia,t ^thQ 
whole grouria might bo covered. We 

think the Board did wisely in striking 
It out, as It has thus placed Itself on 
record as not being In favor of an en- 
largemonti^.of^Hthe presM^ dock. The 
reasons 'foi'tlilraetlon'win 
ed in an early Issue, as they are of 
very considerable Importance, During 
tho consideration of this committee's 
report, some discussion was precipitat- 
ed In regard to wharf accommodation. 
All impression seemed to prevail that 
the committee was golnje ' to recom- 
mend that something should bo done 
toward.'} the. enlij,rgement of thp .dock- 
age facilities at tho Outer 'Wharf; but 
it was shown that any such impres- 
sion was not warranted by anything 
which' had transpired at nseetlni;.'? of 
the committee, which is not in a posi- 
tion at present to do anything more in 
this connection than collate Informa- 
tion for the information of tho Board 
of Trade and others to whom it may bo 
of value. This branch of the coiumlt- 
tee's work seems to us to bo insepar- 
ably connected with the development 
of Victoria as a railway terminal. It 
may be tliat the committee will bo able 
to make some recommendations of 
practical value on this point, but it will 
have to collect a great deal more in- 
formation than it has before it Is in a 
position to do so. This branch of the 
work is not sp much a matter for tho 
expression of opinion, but one for the 
ascertainment of facts. The nn-tter of 
coal bunkers for tho accommodation 
of sliipplng is also In tho hands of tho 
committee, but no report has as yet 
been made upon it. 

RAIL TO THE MAINLAND 

Mr. n. P. nithet. speaking at tho 
Board of Trade yesterday, strongly ad- 
vised that the citizens of Victoria 
should concentrate their efforts to se- 
cure connection between Victoria and 
the Mainland by a railway that will 
make this city its terminal point. Ho 
expressed himself as preferring the 
Bute Inlet route to any other. It was 
an unfortunate thing for this city and 
tho provmce, that Mr. Rithet's plans 
for railway construction were defeated. 
Even as lato as 1S9S there was an ex- 
cellent prospect of the British Pacliic 
project being carried through. A re- 
sponsible syndicate of English capital- 
ists had become interested in it and 
an informal application was made to 
.Mr. Turner who was then premier, for 
II short extension of tho time in which 
to begin operations, which, ho was 
quite ready to ask the legislature to 
accede to. Then came the dismissal 
by Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnos of his 
ministry, and a period of political con- 
fusion, which made it impossible to 
Interest any one in any large under- 
taking in this province. Previous to 
this, Mr. Rlthet had secured tho pro- 
mise of a very considerable part of 
the necessary capital upon conditions 
which tho government was unwilling 
to ask tho House to assent to. In tho 
light of wha£ has transpired since we 
can form some idea of what the Brit- 
ish Pacific project would have meant to 
this city and this province. It was to 
have been a line to the north end of 
this Island and from a point on the 
Island, near Seymour Narrows, to tho 
Y'ellow Head Pass. The charter was 
a provincial one, and consequently 
could not cover any territory cast of 
the Mountains. There Is no reason- 
able doubt at all that if the provincial 
government of that day had had the 
courage of Its convlct'ions, this rail- 
way would have been begun fifteen 
years ago and would have been supple- 
mented by a line from Yellow Head 
Pass to Winnipeg, and the whole his- 
tory of the Province and of this city 
would have been very different to 
what It has been. This route is still 
iinutllliied, and it Is tho route which 
so favorably impressed the Royal Com- 
mission on Transportation. Other 
railway projects of deep Interest and 
value to Victoria may be brought for- 
ward and bo approved by the citizens, 
but tho Importance of Victoria as the 
ocean terminal of a transcontinental 
lino will never be fully realized until 
the Bute Inlet route, or some vari- 
ation of It. has been adopted. We are 
aware that in the anxiety of railway 
companies to secure easy gradients it 
is not likely that Marcus Sniitli's lo- 
cation would bo closely followed, but 
very much more is Itnown about moun- 
tain railway building now than was 
known tliirty years and more ago, 
when tliis location was made. .\ new 
oxamluatlon of the country niight re- 
veal a route that would meet all re- 
iiiiireincnts In respect to grades. Tho 
survey.s for the Canadian Pacliic made 
hy the goveinment W(n-e unfavorahli; 
to the route that is to be followed by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, becau.so it 
was thought that a good alignment 
could not be secured, but that com- 
pany has succeeded in finding a route 
that is like that u( a pralrlo road. Wo 
cannot tell what a now examin;.itIon 
of tho Bute Inlet route might dla- 
close. Two years ago, that is after 
tlio Transportation Commission had 
nuido its report, the Colonist urged 
thai the Dominion government should 
have a now survey made, but tho sug- 
gestion fell upon deaf cars. 



WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

The Edmonton Bulletin, tho pro- 
perly of the Minister of the Interior, 
imhllshed a few days ago iui editorial 
strongly deprecating any delay in tho 
extension of tho Grand Trunk -Poclflc 
Railway to the Paciflc Coast. "Wo 
had supposed, from what Mr. Ilaya 
has been saying, that the intention of 
tho company was to pu;ih the work of 
construction with all possible speed, 
ai:d he has said in tho most public 



manner that the lino will bo com- 
pleted in .1911.. -Under -these clrcum- 
stances.Vit ils a, /surprise to read in a 
newspaper ' that ' niight bo ' supposed to 
bo very favorable to the railway 
company, an article of an argumonla- 
tlvo nature advancing reasons why 
there should be npr.delay^tjand pointing 
out that a great ihariy ''people will' bo 
seriously Inconvenienced if any delay 
arises. Tho nppoaranco of such an 
article at a time when the government 
of Alberta, is, seeking to formulate a 
provincial railway policy la all tho 
more notable. Possibly it may havo 
no particular significance, but if it has 
not, there is difficulty in explaining 
why It should havo appeared. It cer- 
tainly suggests possibilities, which no 
one in this part of tho country has 
contemplated, and which are difficult 
to reconcile with tho plans of tho 
company at Prince liuperl. I;-. It pv^^- 
llnilnury to an effort on tho part of tho 
company to ask Parliament for addi- 
tional assistance? 



A PROSPECTIVE DANGER 

Legislation is proposed in California, 
which may have the effect of disturb- 
ing tlic entente cordialo existing be- 
tween tho United States and Japan. 
Three measures are proposed. One is 
to prevent aliens from becoinln.tr mem- 
liers of eorf)oratlons, and aa the na- 
turalization of Japanese is not permit- 
ted, tills will effectually exclude them 
from this line of business. Another 
measure speciflcally mentions Japan- 
ese as among those children who may 
be segregated from tho school children. 
At present tlie law provides that Mon- 
golian chldrcn may bo segrosated, but 
as tho Japanese claim they are hot 
Mongolians, the proposal Is to apply 
the law speciflcally to them. The third 
measure deals with "aliens whose 
presence may be inimical to the health 
and public morals of the community." 
No names are mentioned in this Bill, 
but Its promoter freely asserts that 
it is directed against the Japanese. 
If these bills become law they will 
provide material for a serious misun- 
derstanding between tho United 
States and Japan, especially that lost 
named, which. If enforced so as to 
make tho Japanese appear to ho an 
objectionable race on sanitary and 
moral grounds, can hardly fail to cull 
forth a very vigorous protest from 
the Mikado's governmenL 

That such legislation would be 
wholly opposed to tho policy of the 
United States government requires no 
fjomonstr.Ttion; hut what can )-i'> dnnn 
about it, if the California legislature 
determines upon passing it? No power 
of veto of state legislation Is vested In 
the President or Congress. The only 
body that can deal with an Act, v.-hich 
has passed a stato legislature and 
received tho assent of the gover- 
nor, are tho courts, which may declare 
It unconstitutional. The weak point 
of the United States system In mat- 
ters of an international nature Is the 
state sovereignty. Tho President and 
Congress may determine upon a cer- 
tain line of action, but there Is no 
means, short of physical coercion, 
whereby a state can be previ!nted from 
running counter to it, provided Its 
legislature keei)S within its constitu- 
tional limitations. California may pre- 
cipitate tho conflict which many peo- 
ple anticipate, notwithstanding tho ex- 
tremely pleasant things which the gov- 
ernments of the United States and Ja- 
pan have been saying about each other.

During the debate on the Annexation 
Bill In the Austrian assembly recently, 
a very slgnlfieant statement \vaH made 
by Professor Kedlieli, .a well known 
writer on iOngllsh eonstitutional law. 
He said, according to tlie Vienna cor- 
respondent of the London Times: 
"England opposes Austria bocau.'^e 
Austria crossed England's path, and 
intlicted a reverse upon tho Young 
Turks. AV'e are confronted with an 
organized intrigue wlilcli reaches to 
tho highest point in the English state. 
(Lively assent). It Is directed, above 
all, against the Germans, also tho 
Germans in Austria so far as they 
count for anytliing. But the aim is to 
hit the Geniiaii Empire through us. 
The stop we have taken cannot be 
undone, and wo must face all tho con- 
seiiuenccs. Therefore the government 
must be suiiported, and tho world must 
be shown by the prompt adoption "f 
the Annexation Bill that Austria holds 
fast to tho annexation."

vnco, indeed, the papers announced 
that he had been created a baronet, 
and the name appeared in the birthday 
honors. It may have been an attempt 
on tho part of lK>rd Rosebery to forco 
the hand of one who had been so self- 
sacrlticlng a friend to bis party. But 
.Mr. Molt refused to -allow his hand to 
bo forced, and tho next day's paper 
contained the announcement that he had 
riu'usetl tlie title. Spare in frame, an 
ascetic in habits — though no gloomy 
Puritan — ho lived for business and for 
Iiolltlcs. livery day till ho becamo loo 
feeble he went to tho Cotton E.\.chnngo, 
ho attended every meeting, till recent- 
ly, of the City Council, and he showed 
tiiere also that .spirit of self-abnega- 
tion which was characterlHtic of liim; 
lie always refused to bo mado an Al- 
dtrinan. Mr. Holt was one of the men 
who niniost worshipped Mr. Gladstone. 
Ho lived in a comfortable, spacious 
house in the Sefton Parle district of 
Liverpool — simple, modest, unfailing 
and untiring in all good works. Liver- 
pool is much the poorer for his <lcatli. 
.Mr. Holt was married to one of the 
duugblers of a renuirkablo family — the 
Potters. The ladies were as remark- 
able In their choice of dlstlnguislicd 
husbands as they wore In their own 
solves. One Is married to Lord Conrt- 
j nt:.\-; another to Sir A. Cripps, tho 
gloat lawyer; anot^lier to Mr. Sidney 
A\''ehb, tho well-known writer and 
County Councillor; another to Mr. 
Jlobhuuse, the well-known politician; 
and, finally, one was the wife of Mr. 
II. D. Holt — a woman of striking aj)-' 
pearance and abilities. She died some 
years ago, and the home of her hus- 
band was made desolate. His son is 
ono of tho promising young members 
of tho present House of Commons who 
has a future, — M. A. P. 

Sir Cornelius AVurmlngton was for 
many years one of the greatest llgiires 
ill the Chancery Courts, earned a huge 
income, and -was able to retire about 
a year ago, while in tho plenitude of 
his powers, and for the good reason 
that he had acquired all the fortune 
he required for his simple wants. Sir 
Cornelius Warmlngton, in splto of 
all these triumphs, was to a certain ex- 
tent a disappointed man. He had 
shown extraordinary self-abnegation 
In surrendering his perfectly safe seat 
In Monmouthshire to Sir William Har- 
court, after that doughty warrior had 
been ousted from Derby. It was ex- 
pected that Warmlngton would Im- 
mediately afterward be raised to the 
bench by his party, and certainly was 
entitled by his professional eminence 
to that distinction. But the years went 
and AVarmington was offered nothing 
that he could accept. It was not till 
the last Birthday List that he got re- 
cognition. Then ho was created a 
baronet, and his son now succeeds to 
the honour. He was a small, fair- 
hairfM] little man, witii ;i manner that 
suggested tramiuility and even self- 
efiacement. But he had treinendons 
lire underneath thl.s e.\terior, and 
when ho was before a Court in a big 
case he spoke with rapidity, forc ', and 
Kometlmes vohemencc. It used to be 
a joke against hlin that in such ino- 
inents his gown and wig lioth went 
a&tray; and that in the fast flow ami 
exuberance of his eloquence he neg- 
loctfd all the arts of rhetoric ami 
went Ktrai,';ht to bis point. He was a 
very formbhible man to meet In a legal 
encounter. — M. .V. I'.

Presently the Emperor lighted a cigar, 
puffing as be talked. On both sides of 
him were llimsy draperies, and on the 
lloor In-aps of paper. One of the 
scene-shifters stepped forward and 
pointed iKjlitely to the printed notlee: 
"Xo .smoking allowed." l''or a moment 
the Kaiser Hushed, then, smiling, be 
put out his cigar, remarking as lie did 
tin, "Thank you, friend. It would be 
had business if your Emperor taught 
you to disobey the law." 

An amusing ailventnre befel the aged 
Kiiiperor of An.stria tho other da>-, 
writes a coiitributur. On day recentiy 
as he was entering a -village in nis 
domain on horseback ho met a butcher 
who had gone out in tho hopo of 
catching an early glimpse of the Aus- 
trinn iCalser. Tho Emperor asked hiiri 
tho way, and, after directions had been 
given, the butcher asked : "Have you 
scon tho Kaiser'.'" "Very recently" 
flwerod Francis Josoiil;. "Are yon .sure 
It was him'.'" said tho eager butcher. 
"Aro you quite certain that yon know 
Iilm.7"

"Ah, 
then you aro the court barber," .said 
the abashed . butcher, doKIng his cap, 
and backing to the roadside.

past, he describes his own work; and,' 
if he records, on the whole, a' series 
of rcmarlta.blo successes attained In 
tho face of great dliticultles, the credit,: 
though he doss not claim it. belonKS 
to hnn. Nor is the address a mere 
academic utterance. It will be consult- 
ed by those who havo today to act 
and to think of tho immediato future. 
It is often said that, wiiatever may 
have been the utility of the British 
policy in the early dii.vs of our oc- 
cupation, and Its value in purifying a 
corrupt uiul oppressive administration, 
It must. In till! presence of new fac- 
tors and forces, be radically altered. 
One of tho chief of these iniluences is 
the recent revolution in Turkey, and 
the establlshnient of a constitutlnn.'il 
go\-ernmeiit in that countr.v, which 
nuiKl react ui>on oiiinion In Egypt, and 
must, it Is said, render Imiiossible the 
nialntenanec uf the present system. 
The suggestion is plausible. It has 
little substance, and is based upon a 
misconception. Xo allowance is made 
lor the wholly different circumstances 
of tho two countries. In proof of the 
lalsenc^s of the analogy It is enough 
to say, as Lord Cromer does, "that 
the Turkish movement Is based on scd- 
id grievances, the Egyptian on seiitl- 
mcnt"-^that tin; former is lar^-elv n de- 
mand far certain elenien tai v eou'ditious 
of civilized rule nhieh It has been the 
object and triumph of British policy 
to Introduce into Egypt. Tiicn, ton, 
Eeypt contains an important element 
rare elsewhere— a large i)roportlon of 
persons who, though foreigners in the 
sense that they continue to retain 
their Greek, Italian or French nation- 
ality, are not temporary residents. They 
are domiciled In Alexandria or Cairo; 
their ancestors havo been settled in 
Egypt, It may be, for centuries, and 
the States of which they are cltl:;ens 
would not consent to place their lives 
and property'- at.the disposal of a pure- 
1.V native Egyptian Parliament. Be- 
sides, tho whole situation Is dominated 
by diplomatic .irrangemonts which 
make Egypt for tho Egyptians and the 
erection of a really effective Egyptian 
Parliament at present wholly -out of 
tho ([uestion. Sixteen co-ordinate. I'cw- 
ers besides England possess capitula- 
tion rights incompatible With the free 
action of a national assembly. It 
could scarcely move a step of anv oin- 
scquence as to taxation or expenditure 
or the administration of justice with- 
out coming into condict with foreign 
uovernments. Scicii an A.?sorjiblv 
might in present conditions often bp 
impotent for good; It might ahvavs be 
nmocuous.

Prof. A. W. Playfair, of Toklo, 
Tells of Higher Education 
. for Women

Mr. A. "W. Playfair. profes.sor of 
English llteraturo In tho Kelogljiku 
University, Toklo, Is at present in 
Victoria, a guest of his brother, .Mr. 
W. E. Playfalp, of the Colonist stair, 
Mr. Playfair, who Is a native of Ontario 
and a graduate of Qtteon'a university. 
Is making his IfTst visit to » Canada 
since ho joined tho staff of tho "Kelo" 
university about three and a half years 
ago. Ho was formerly on tlio staff of 
the Upper Canada College, Toronto. 

Speaking of educational conditions 
In Japan, Jlr. Playfair said: 

"Tho Japanese are doing wonderful 
work in education, but at the same 
time I think tliat many of tho so- 
called authorities on Japan have ovor- 
ostimated tho literai'y of the popula- 
tion. Sorno of thorn have stated that 
UO and Oii per cent of the Japanese can 
read and write, but tids Is much too 
lilgh. One thing I remarked in parti- 
cular, and that is the eagerness of the 
provincial youth to get a higher edu- 
cation. ■ They crowd Into Toklo by 
tho thousands from all parts of Japan, 
oven from farofC Kyushu and Satuma. 
Toklo Is also becoming a centre of edu- 
cation for nearly all Asia. The stu- 
dents tbere number hundreds of 
l-Coredns, Indians, Qhoorkas, Nepaulesc 
and Siamese. 

"It is a remarkable face that higher 
education for women is making great 
strides In Japan. Qlrl students' are 
also crowding Into Toklo. A woman's 
univcrsitj- has been founded, and Ihev 1 
evertil .sclmols for tho lilghei 
ducal ion of women, a conservatory 
of inusie, etc. At the snnio time, this 
moveuieiit is being bitterly opposed l)> 
mtiny of the Japanese men, who clal.-i 
that educated Japane.s;; women do not 
make good wives. Tliij attitude is re- 
llected in rnany of the curront novo,), 
which take tho "educated woman" as 
their theme.

Jn that way the people get 
a grasp of tho literature of all na- 
tions. The Japanese seem to have a 
.special fondness for Russian literature, 
the melancholy, fatalistic sentiment 
of the latter seeming to appeal strongly 
to them. 

"Japan is not sending as many 
students to foreign universities to 
study as she did a few years ago, be- 
cause In many lines she has become 
self -sufficient. The standard of the 
Japanese universities is very bigb, and 
a wide range Is offered the student. 

"In the 'Kelo' University ihero are 
ten foreign instructors. This school is 
very famous In Japan, was founded 
in the Kelo era, and celebrated its 
jubilee last year. It was founded by 
iSIr. Fukazawa, the pioneer of modern 
education In Japan, who also founded 
the Jljl Shimpo, ono of the chief tiowk- 
papers of Tokio. Tho school at first 
consisted of only two or three stu- 
dents, who assembled in a room at 
a private house, but tho university 
buildings now cover an Immense area, 
and the students number nearly 
4,000. They toll a good story of 
Fukazawa, that at the time of n great 
battle In Toklo between the supporters 
of the Shagun and the royalists, he 
contlnuedf to -teach his school quite 
calmly, and would not permit any of 
the students to go ou.t to see the ex- 
citement. 

"Kelo has the champion baseball 
team of Japan. Ltist summer during 
vacation the team went over to 
Hawaii and played a series of games 
with the island teams, and teams from 
California, coming out second in tho 
series. The "Washlngtou university 
team went over to Japan last fall and 
WHS badly lioaten hy the Kelo nine. 
The students tilso i)lay Knglish rugby, 
grass hockey, and lawn tennis. 

"I'he trend of education in Kelo 
now is toward political economy. I 
think that at least fcnir-lifths of tho 
students are siiociallzing in that 
l)ranch. As a matter of fact, thoy have 
a misconception of the matter, and 
think It Is a good study to prepare 
for a merchant's career. The aim of 
Fukassawa in all his education was to 
make the students self-reliant, inde- 
pendent and free from prejudice, and 
the school still retains that Idoal. Kelo 
graduates htive a kind of froomnsonry 
or I'sjirit do corp.s. Many of tho chief 
business men of tlie country are gr;id- 
li,;t"" o)' Kelo, .and thesi' send their 
sons back to the iiniversit\'. A grad- 
uate is fairly sure of glutting it good 
position." 

Religion In Japan. 
Mr. I'lnyfair was asked ;is to the 
attitude of tlio Japanese on religious 
nnitlcrs. 

"As a matter of fact," lio -s.-iid, "tho 
Jajianeso are not enthusiastically re- 
ligious. Among tlie students pi.tieu- 
larly you will llnd a very large .luiii- 
bei of agnostics. Thi'V are vi-ry I'.jnd 
of Germtm philosopln-. and indeed ha'.o 
a strong leanin.g towards philosophy 
and rellectlon. Altliough J.-ipan l.,i.s 
never jjroduced a gre'at i)hlli)so])lior, 
th(! tendency towards this line ->{ 
tlioiight is very niiirked. Anof >;■ 
thing that makes the J.-iii.-uiese almost 
Irrltathi),' at times is the fact tliat they 
will t.'ike nothing for granted, i^o „l- 
cal are they in llieir mode of tlui'iglil.

rrcsidcnt Roo.sovelt has called a 
conference of thu.se who are engaged 
In caring for dei)cndent children to 
meet ut W'a.shinglon next month. Tho 
pri.sld(.'nt believes that it Is much 
better to Hud liumes for children than 
to lia\-o theni treated in instituliontf. 
The hilluijnci; of a good liomo is much 
stronger on tlie huj^lvldual child than 
that cxerciKcd by the bebt of men or 
women over a large number of chil- 
li ren, who are not rolatod to one an- 
otlu-r. There arc perhaps .'Jew who will 
(iiK siion tlilH. But no one who has had 
any experience with people and chil- 
dren can have failed to notice that 
there are many good women w.ho aru 
unable with tlic best institutions in 
iiii' world to care for otlier people's 
eliliaren. There Is about them an 
indeiinubic something which puta 
tliem out of touch with child nature. 
Such women may have children of 
their own. in tliat ease tho maternal 
instinct suijplles the leive and ten- 
derness wliieli otiier children are un- 
able to awaken. Tlie provtu'blal dl.'i- 
llUe to a stei)motlier Is not without 
foundation. It is Bucli wonuni \vlu> 
bi'eoine fallui-es in the schoolroom, 
t'hiklren under their care are un- 
happy. Ia-I their other iiuallllcations 
be as high as they may, tlie nature of 
tile i)Ui>ils feels a great want. They 
Hia\-, under tlii'ir tuition, become! e\- 
eellenl .scliolars, but they will not DC 
i liluT good or happy children. Such 
teaclu'rs ar<' luit necnssardy severe, 
much less luii-ntionally cruel. Hut 
llu v are laeliing in oui.' gretit essen- 
tial, hue fur elillilren. In any other 
eiiipl' >,\iiirnl tlfv might be very wortliy 
members o<l soclet.w bill thc' school- 
room Is not tlie place for them. The 
child who IS pliiced even In the most 
luxuriou.s home witli a woman of this 
kiiui, will suffer in much the same 
way as does u plant vvitliout sunshine. 
.\or can tlio most efticictit over.sigiit 
by those who have been constituteii 
the siuardluns Of the child pro\-ido 
against this or do anything to remedy 
it. In all tangible ways the Uttlo one 
ma>- be well treated. Only the one 
thing Is lacking of which none per- 
haps but the child Is conscious. There 
are thousands of orphanages managed 
by Just such women. To the eye of tho 
ordinary visitor tho children havo 
everything they need but from tho 
oldest to the youngest of the occu- 
pants these Institutions arc prisons. 
Yet tlu! matrons are conscientious wo- 
men doing tlieir duty as thoy see it. In 
the most careful way. But it a wo- 
man wltli that rare combination of 
gifts, a retil love tor children and great 
power of control has charge of even 
a large number of children their liap- 
|)iness is assured. A healthy atmos- 
phere pervaiies the whole e.stabllsh- 
nient a Hit from the baby In the cradle 
t3 tile girl In her teens the children 
thrive in it. The weaknesses and tlio 
faults of human nature make the tusk 
of the mtitron a diftlctilt one, but the 
tendency is always ii))v,-ar(l. Yet there 
Is no question that other thlng.s being 
eipial tl'.e adopted child has a great 
advantage over the one who lives in 

are more natural and manhood or 
womanhood flnds the one-time orphan 
prepared for life In the outside world, 
« » * 

But if v.-lth normal children there 
may bu some doubt whether it is wise 
to talie a cliiid from an excellent lu- 
stitiition and run the risk of placing it 
in u loveless home there Is no such 
(luestion wht're children who have cu- 
te re:d on a career of crime. The plac- 
ing together of largo numbers of chil- 
li ren of different ages and of different 
stiiges of wickedness has not proved a 
success. No vigilance can keep such 
children from Imparting their evil 
knowledge to each other. Only tho 
very strongest natures can liope to 
really reform more than a small pro- 
portion of these unfortunate children. 
Tile best mon who have tried it have 
been the first to recognize that the 
liojie for the future of a bad boy or 
girl is to place them under tlie care of 
a gooc man and woman, Jn tills case, 
perhaps, there is less dangiT that 
those who tak(! charge of tho children 
shall have no lovu or sympathy to of- 
fer them. The very fact that a man 
or wrniaii Is willing to run tho risk 
and take the trouble involved In the 
cluirge of a child, who lias been guiltj- 
of a breach of the law goes a long way 
to i)ro\c that lie or she is lifted for 
the task. \\'hcrever the experiment 
has been tried of taking children from 
reforinalorli'S and jdaclng them in 
lioniCH the success has far exceeded the 
iiiost sanguliut anticliiatinns. In On- 
tario and in .Massachusetts as well as 
in Denvi-r, and other cities of the 
United .States, the great majority of 
children who have been released under 
.•I system of parole have grown into 
u.s'.ful citizens. 

If the iiroposed conference result.s 
ill the; u))llftiiig of children who have 
l iil i r Ihi-i. left wllhotit their natural 
]]rc it eetiirs or lia\-(! bet ii allowed, 
thruugli the carelesstK^ss or the weak- 
ness of their parents to break the law, 
great good will have been accom- 

lilished.

Uroin the evils that have led to 
til. imprisonment of the Brltisli 
suffragettes one good result has fol- 
lowed'. Attention has been directed 
to the evils of tho English prison 
system so far as women arc concern- 
■eidii Every year 50,000 women are 
condemned to a term In prliJon In 
Kngland. Very few of these are re- 
formed, while most of tliein return 
again and again. I'lve tliousnnd of 
these iirlsoners have lieen cmivlcted 
twenty tinii.- ami some as many .as 
a liiindri'd limes. Women sent to 
prison are not tan(;lil .•iiiyllilng that 
will help the'iii when they come out 
(,o . aril .-111 lion. St hviiig. ( lid of- 
f.mlers aii.l those who .'ire new to 
evil ways are allov.'ed to assiichite to- 
gether so that prisons are really 
schools for vice. In many other 
countries, in tho Unltod States, in 
Hungary and .lapan. women in the 
prisons tire taught the .arts of house- 
hold ■'iianagement mi tlint on their 
rel.'.-ise they may, if they choo.se, earn 
llieir living as hoii^iehokl .servants. 
It Is said that nothing of tho kind 
l.s done In England. No hmnnn be- 



ing is more to i^u pttiou tnun the 
woman. -\vho .i-oturns' to,.;, tho world 
without tho muiina of . 'earning her 
living. Her upward path is Indeed u 
thorny one. Yet there a»"e very tow 
who are ready to lend a helping hand 
to such a one. In this respect women 
are the chief oltenders against Ihelr 
own sex. There Is need for reform 
In society as well aa in the prisons 
If women who luivo onco become 
criminals are to enter upon a life of 
usefulness. 

In these days wl-.cn it is becoming 
the fashion to wear false liair, it may 
be liiterosllng to know where some 
of It Is procured. The great market 
for false htiir is Pans where about 
a hundred tons of hair is used ov - 
ery^ year, lii a 'sonsc this hair is not 
faiso as it is real hair, cut from 
the heads of living women. Th.: 
most expensive is tho silver hair. A 
young woman may be ready to part 
with her luxuriant loclts, an old 
woman how over willing ■she may be 
to part with her hair rarely has an 
abundance of It. The hair manu- 
factured in Paris comes from most 
of the countries of J^urope. In France 
fi'lK' poasantry women of Brittany 
and Auvergnc make a business of 
selling their hair. The large cap 
which the Brltloii iicasanta wear hides 
their loss for tliey never sell tlie 
front hair, 'i'tiu women get very lit- 
tle to pay them for what might ba 
tluiuglit to he a gri.-at saerillee. but 
tln' barbers get a moderate price for 
It, OoldL-n hair ranges, according to 
length, from twenty cents to $7 an 
ounce. ^V■hite hair i.i sold hy the 
gramme or the tliirlleth luirt of an 
ounce and Is n.jt quoted in the price 
lists. Five and a half ounces would 
bo a remarkalile weight for a wo- 
man's hair. The priests try to diri- 
courage the practice of soiling hair 
among their Hocks but without any 
great success as tho custom is a very 
old one.

TRIED _RECiPES 

Fudge Delight. 

Mix together In a porcelain sauce- 
pan one cup of white sugar and one 
cup of dark-brown sugar and add to It 
a cup of molasses and half a cup of 
rich cream. In another little pan melt 
about a quarter of a cup of butter and 
when melted add it to tho other mix- 
ture. Bring it all to a bpU and keep it 
boiling for about two or three mlnut. s 
while you stir It rapidly. Then add two 
squares of grated chocolate. Boil hard 
for Ave minutes more, stirring rapidly 
iit flrst and add a toasiwon tind a half 
of vanilltt. Silr until It becomes thick, 
pour into buttered pans and set to cool, 
marking out In stiuares before it har- 
dens. 

Nut Fudge. 
Dissolve two sqtiores of chocolate in 
one cup of milk and add two cups of 
granulated sugar. Then add a table- 
spoonful of butter.,. ,"\\'Ticn the mixture 
has cooked so that you can see tho 
bottom of the pRn,Vwhon stirring re- 
move from the firs Wj'd bfy>t till neatly 
coid. Add' onoTciiC'^of hickory nuts, 
chopped rather hnef and pour Into but- 
tered pans and mark out In squares 
before thoroughly cooled. 

* * • 

Creolo Kisses, 
Put the whites of three eggs into a 
bowl, and beat until It will stand. This 
takes nearly twenty minutes. Then 
add gradually half pound of nuts — any 
kind win do, but pecan nuts are best— 
and Anally half teaspoon of vanilla. 
Drop by spoonfuls on brown paper — 
not buttered — and bake la a medium 
oven until they crack open. When 
they are a golden brown thoy are done. 

Ice-Cream Candy. 
In a porcelaln-lined or agate saiic- 
pan boll together one and one-half 
cups of white sugar, threc-quartcr.s of 
a cup of cold water, tablesjioon of but- 
ter, tablespoon of lemon extract, or 
Juice of lemon enough to make that 
amount, and just a pinch of cream of 
tartar. Boil until it becomes hard 
when dropped Into cold water and will 
crackle on the side of the cu|). Add 
the llavoring Just when the candy is 
coining off the lire and stir well. Pour 
off into buttered tins aiifl \elien cool 
enough to handle, pull until ]ierfectly 
white. Pull out into strings about .is 
thick as your thuhib and cut into 
pieces with large scissors,

Cocoanuf- Creams. 

Buy one large cocoanut .and in break- 
ing it open save every bit of its nillk. 
Pour a pound and a half of grapuhiled 
.sugar into a pan with the nillk of the 
nut and heat slowly tog-ether until the 
sugar Is melted, and then let it slnimer 
for about live minutes. Grate the fresh 
coco.anut and ;tdd it slowly. Boll for 
ten minutes aftei- the cocoanut Is all In, 
and stir constantly to keep It from 
sticking to th.' bottom of tho pot ;ind 
burning. Pour out onto liuttered china 
Iilates ;ind cut into sciuares. This 
sliould then be si't In a cool plac and 
left for fort.\-elKlit hours, as it lakes 
about that thn.; to harden.

SOFT .WAltKbEST 

One sometimes hears the assertlion 
that a hard water, although not espec- 
ially pleasant for washing purposes, Is 
tine tor drinking, and po.ssessed of 
health giving properties of the hla'iest 
order. If one keeps his ears open he | 
can hear almost anything in tho i 
course of time. This Is one of the i 
things he can hear. As a matter oX 
fact, the softer the water, that is, the 
more nearly iiure is is, the better It 
is for all puriioses. 

Hard waters are those that contain 
a considerable amount of Ume or mag- 
nesium suits, or sometimes iron, In 
solution, Tiie permanently hard waters 
iire those tli.at cannot bo softened by 
boiling. They usually contain sulphate 
of limi'. The temiiortirily hard waters, 
on the other hand, are those tliat coa- 
luln hicarbonalo of lime. When tAteh 
water Is boiled, some of the carbonic 
acid Is thrown off and the insoluble 
carbonate .if lime or chalk Is. formed; 
this falls to the bottom of the vessel 
leaving the water soft. 

Hard water, when It Is not praised, 
Is soiiu'ilmes accused of being the 
cause of lildney colic, or of stone in the 
bWidder and It has been asserted that 
its use results In a prematui-e harden- 
ing of tho arteries. It iirobabl.s- does 
not do this, but it may cause dyspep- 
tic troubles. 

A perniiinently hard Wiiter is bad 
for cooking, as peas and other veget- 
ables will not soften in it properly, 
luid more tea or coffee Is required to 
make an Infu.sloii of palatable strength 
wh.'ii the water is hard. A hard water 
is also wasteful of soap. Every de- 
gree of hardness, which inean.'S the 
equivalent of one grain of bicarbonate; 
of lime to the gallon, requires from 
eight to ton grains of soap to neutral- 
ize It before a lather can bo made. 

A limestone water can be softened 
for \vashlng and cooking purposes by 
the addition of a little carbonate — not 
bicarbonate- -of soda, but for drinking 
it is better to boll tho water and then, 
after giving It time to settle, decant 
it. The boiled water can be aerated 
and so made palatable, by half-fllllng 
a clean bottle with the water and then 
shaking it vigorously.— Youth's Com- 
panion.

should retain the premier place in liia 
class, have boon badgering him to break 
his resolve, begin training, and issue a 
challenge to Johnson. But the big man, 
who lias a comfortaljle income from ^tk 
athletic club established in tios Ange- 
les, does not intend to bo coerced Into 
making tho attempt. Ho has pubDslied 
many statements to that effect but tliey 
have fulled to quiet tho Iniportunitles 
of his admirers, ao, to quoU finally 
all thought that ho may bo presuadoU 
into such a course, he has. .written a 
final onswor, together with aft' explan- 
ation, to tho press. It follows; 

Just a few words in connection witli 
tho uproar that has been raised in con- 
nection with tlie demands that I return 
to tile ring and attempt to retake the 
title that Tommy Burns yielded up to 
Jack Johnson, tho negro licavywcight. 

'I'o bpf;!n v.'ith I do not inteiul to 
fight again — mark this as final. I have 
burned up many dollars in tolcgrapli 
tolls during tlie past week or so, telling 
people in ail parts of tile country 
tliat I did not Intend to re-enter tho 
ling. I also liavo printed many state- 
ments In till' newspapers to this otfcet. 
but the public seems Inclined to douiit 
my sincerity. It seemed as if every 
man was saying, "Quit your Joliing, 
Jeff. When are you going to whlii this 
negro and win back the title?" 

They seem to take It for gr.aiited that 
all r have to do is to gel nij- hair cut, 
Jump the rupi: about two Wi'i:l<s, j)ut 
on a pair of boxing gloves and go and 
maul the life out of Johnson. They 
never stop to think that I have been 
out of tho game for over four years, 
during which time a gymnasium has 
had tho least of my attention. 

Sincoro In Kls Statomenta. 

I repeat that I am slnooro when I 
say thai I never will tiKlit again. If 
a promoter were to offer mo $r,0,Ono for 
my end — win. lose or drav,' — I would 
say. No. I will now toll the public why 
I am doterniined to stay out of tho ring, 
and a few facts in connection therewith: 

I have en.ioyed iny ring career, and 
it has been finished. I am now eiijov- 
ing a title that no boxer evur lndcl hc- 
I'ore, and possibly pevpr will bold .after 
me. I have my homo, my wife, mv 
business, my health and my friends. I 
am not rich, but I have all the money I 
need, and will never want for anytliing. 
If a disaster were to hit me and I was 
to bo wopl off my feet, witliovil a penny 
in the world, then I might tiy to re- 
trieve myself and my position by fight- 
ing again. As It is, I will ko on as I 
am, enjoying my home, my friends and 
my evory-day life.' Why, -If it were 
more money I was after I would not 



have to fight for It. I have rclocted 
a fortune in theatrical offers during 
the past year. 

To sum up, . the situation, I am a 
contented man"; and why should I re- 
open my ring career, upsot. my business 
and homo Uto for tho. sake of a few 
dollars that I do. iipt need? Anotlicr 
thing, I do not bellovo tiiat tho great 
American public wants to soo mo come 
out of rotlremcnt. I bellovo they would 
ratlicr point to me as I am — tlio retired 
and unilcfeatcd champion. Tho hun- 
dreds of telegrams tliat I have been re- 
ceiving arc mostly from newspaper men 
wlio aro looking for a good "story" and 
from others wl)0 would be benefited by 
my consentingr to fight agaln.-

Right here I' want' to correct a wrong 
impression. I did not give tho title to 
Jack Root. Marvin Hart, or anybody 
else. "When I retired, I took the tillo 
witli me; and the fact that these fel- 
lows claimed that I gave them tho title 
to fight for was press-agent work, puro 
and simple. 

Now a word to tho well-meaning 
peoplo who believe that I could go 
back in tlio ring next week and whip 
Jacic Johnson. I nm not tho Jim Jot- 
fries of four years ago; • I Iinvo spout 
tlieso four years of my Ufo in promot- 
ing my business affairs.

"Vancouver, Jan. S. — Tho deed of gift 
for tho Mucnelll cup, which has just 
been completed by Mr. F. G. T. Lucas, 
of Harvey, McCarter & Lucas, is a 
comprohensivn document v/hicli cuvers 
every possible phase which small boat 
racing might take. 

When tho Northwest International 
Yacht Racing association met at Van- 
couver last July, Mr. Chester Benja- 
min iMacNelll, then owner of tho yawl 
Minerva, announced his intention of 
donating a perpetual trophy for 18- 
footers, taking this stop to encourage 
small boat racing, because it Is from 
tho small boat enthusiasts that own- 
ers of large oniisors t;vcniually evolve. 
A committee was appointed to discuss 
tho situation and Walter E. Gravely, 
honorary commodore of tho Royal 
Vancouver Yacht Club; Richard H. 
Alexander, cx-conimodore, and F. G. 
T. Lucas wore appointed the trustees. 

The object of the Macnolll trophy is 
to promote small yacht designing, 
building and racing between yacht 
owners of Canada and the United 
States and It differs from the Alex- 
andra trophy Inasmuch as It has to 
be raced for by teams of boats from 
each side of the lino. Out of a num- 
ber of IS footers Canada may choose, 
say. three and the United States three 
I and these six . boats Will sail a series 
the team scoring the highest number 
of points getting the cup for a year. 

All races for Jhe trophy will be held 
under the auspices of the Northwest- 
ern International Yacht Racing asso- 
ciation and under the direct control of 
the officers of the association who shall 
decide on all points of dispute. To 
prevent unnecessary protestlns liie 
deed says that only tho club under 
whose colors a yacht competing In 
these races i.s competing may appeal 
to the trustees from a decision of tlio 
officers of the associatlcn. Naturally 
with five or six skippers in a race 
some protest may arise, but It has to 
come through the respective clubs and 
not from the individuals. 

All races have to be sailed under 
tlie mcasuronicnl, rating, racing and 
sailing rules of the associatlo.i jr ai>y 
such other association as may bo 
formed In lieu tliereof. l''ailing that 
tho regulations of tho Royal Vancou- 
ver Yacht Club will prevail. 

As to the build of the boats nil 
yachts competing for tills trophy sliall 
be of the class known as the IS-foot 
class as sot out in the rating rules of 
tho assoclalioii, provided, however, 
that no yacht shall carry a greater 
.sail area than 100 sipiare feet. Owen's 
scantling rcKlrictions must be follow- 
ed and anotlier Important ruling is 
that all bouts shall be built with a 
cabin of substantial construction, liav- 
ing a total area of not less than 20 
sciu.aro feet with a minimum height of 
cabin top from the declc of six Inches, 
so 'that in appearance the boats will 
be somowbstt similar to the Ilttiu 
Vampire, a dainty little sloop, owned 
in the Royal Vancouver Yacht club. 

The number of competing yachts is 
restricted to three from Canada and 
three firom the United States and there 
seems little doubt that a full entry will 
always be obtained. The cup cannot 
be won by a country only entering one 
yacht for the system of awarding the 
points does .away with that. It might 
happen, for Instance, that the United 
States entered three yachts and Can- 
ada only one, and that tho Cnnadian 
boat won the tlirco races. She, how- 
ever, would not get the Clip, for tho 
points aro awarded on the following 
basis: Five for :i win, tbr-i-e for se- 
cond: two for third, and ono for fourth. 
These points, of course, are given in 
eacli race i>f the series of three, or if 
deemed advisable, live races. 

Now, under this ruling, oiii' boat, llie 
sole entry of a country, winning three 
straiglit would only total ilfleen 
points, Willie tho cunipeting country 
with three boats in \vould total ligh- 
teon, for .second, third and fourth 
place in tlio .series and coiisoqucntl>' 
capture the tropliy. Tills clause will 
compel practlally full entries and m.'i.ko 
tiro races sonudhing wortli .'feeing a.ad 
the team scoring the highest number 
of points In the whole series will be 
declared tho \vlnner for tlic year and 
tlio owner of the yaclit wliicli has 
scored the most points in tli(> winning 
team will bo entitled to hold tho trophy 
for tho ensuing year. 

To distinguish tho competing boats 
each yacht must fly during tho races 
its national ensign at the peak and 
It.s club burgee at the masthead. En- 
tries sliall be made by the secretary 
of tho club under whose colors the 
entering yacht Is to bo sailed, to tlio 
secretary of the N.W.I.Y.R;a. thirty 
days before tho openlngr day of tho 
annual regatta of tho association, or, 
in the event of there being no regatta, 
thirty days before the date sot by 
the trustees for tho holding of iho 
scries. ,

All the otlicr saloon tmd 
aecond class passenKer.s were Japanese, 
mostly merchants, fcjeven steerage pas- 
sengers landed liere and two second 
class, one of whom was illss Y. Wat- 
aniibe, a trained nurse from a Toklo 
Hiospltal, who \viU take up her resi- 
tleneo with Consul Ytida's family at 
Vancouver. Several of the steerage 
I)iissongers were women, one of •whom 
■will be married hero today. The sec- 
retary of the Japanese consulate at 
Vancouver met the steamer to super- 
vise the immigrants. For Seattle the ! 
steamer liad 39 steerage passengers, | 
including inn American seaman, a Rus- | 
slan and 57 Japanese. The cartO to- ; 
tailed nearly 2,000 tons, of Which 180 
tons was landed here and the steamer ' 
proceeded to Seattle this morning. The 
cargo landed liere consisted of 4i;o bags 
of relined sugar, 3,028 bags of rice, etc., 
G80 tubs of miso, soy, saki, etc., 422 
cases of provisions, 29 cases of porce- ' 
lain, and 1 parcel. For Seattle the ! 
lai-gest shipments were of matting and ' 
rice. There was 5,616 rolls of matting, 
:i.509 cases of tea, 353 bales of bam- 
boos, 4, 512 bags of rice, 869 bales of 
silk and silk goods valued at about 
5450,000, miso, sakl, provisions, curios 
and porcelain, skins, straw braids, cam- 
;phor, plants, etc. 
' Immigration Arrangements. 

Advices were brought by the Kaga 
Maru that negotiations are going on 
between the governments at Toklo 
and Washington with regard to stricter 
restriction of emigration, and in con- 
sequence rumors have been published 
in Japanese papers of the conclusion 
of another treaty. These are olliclally 
denied. Statistics compiled by Japan- 
ese newspapers point to the groat de- 
crease of immigration which has had 
a serious effect on the revenue of the 
steamsldp companies. The number of 
Japanese going to Hawaii has fallen 
otV from 090 last January to I'l'i in Oc- 
tober and 95 in Novombnr. In April 
last 259 Japanese went to the United 
States, while in October there were 
but 75 and 53 in November. The same 
falling off is shown In the number 
coming to Canada. 

Japanese Fleet Coming. 
. The Kaga Maru brought news that 
' it Is stated by well-Informed oihciais 
at Toklo that the opening of the Alas- 
ka Yukon Paciilo exposition at Seattle 
In Juno win be made the occasion of 
. a visit of the Japanese naval training 
squadron, whiclif includes the cruisers 
Soya, formerly* the Kusslan cruiser 
Varyag, and Tsuruga, ex Pallada. The 
squadron will leave Japan in March 
and it is stated that in mapping out 
the itinerary arrangements are being 
made to include Seattle, and probably 
Esquimau. Great satisfaction is being 
expressed by prominent Japanese at 
the continued efforts to deinonstrate a 
friendship and good relation between 
Japan and tlio United States. The 
visit of the si.\teen battleshijjs of Ad- 
miral .Sperry, the reception accorded 
them and the husim-ss men from the 
Pacific coast did inmli, they say, to 
<lisarm nilsunderstaiiding, and on top 
of this It la now stated that the Japan- 
ese training squadron will be sent to 
Seattle for the exposition. The Kat- 
sura government Is being compllment- 
■ ed on the renjoval of misunderstanding. 
The Anti-Japanese, 

The telegrams concerning the intis.s 
meeting at the city hall some week.s 
ago, which, as usual when Renter ucnd.'j 
news abroad from London, concerning 
this city, la credited as having tukcn 
place at Vancoiuver, caused much com- 
ment In tlie Japanese newspapers.

tlmated at the gross total of the rev- 
enue, with $200,466,061 for ordinoiy ex' 
pendlture and $67,644,346.60 extraordin- 
ary expenditure. This budget differs 
from the summary previously submit- 
ted, as cabled from Toklo, tho revised 
summary as submitted to the Diet 
showing a decrease of $460,000 in rev- 
enue and expenditure.

RULE OF THE ROAD 

CHANGED ON LAKES 

Marine Department's Local Agency is 
Advised of New Regulations, 
Regarding Signals 



New regulations have been made by 
the Marine and Fisheries Department 
with regard to the observance of tho 
rules of the road on tho Great Lakes. 
Article 2S, sub.'ioction has been 

amended as follows: "Vessels ap- 
proaching each other from opposite 
directions are forbidden to use what 
has become known among pilots as 
'cross signals' answering two whistles 
with one. 

"If the pilot of a steam vessel to 
which a passing signal is sounded 
deems it un.s;Lfn to .accept and .assent 
to said signal, ho shall not soimd a 
cross signal, hut In that e:i.so and in 
every case where tho pilot oC one 
steamer falls to understauii llie 
course or intention of an ai)proach- 
Ing steamer, whether from slgniilM be- 
ing given or answeri'd erroneously, or 
from other causes, the pilot oC such 
steamer so receiving the first passing 
signal, or the pilot so In doubt shall 
sound several short and rapid blasts 
of the whistle, 'not less than flve; and 
If the vessels shall have approached 
within half a mile of each other both 
shall reduce their speed to bare steer- 
ago way, and, if necessary, stop and 
reverse." 

The order in council by whlcIi thiK 
amendment is made inci'oa.siiig the 
signal from four blasl.s (.f the uliLstle 
to live, is dated at Government house, 
Ottawa, tho third day of December, 
1908, and has Just been received at 
the local agency.

endeavor to securo recompense for the 
elTccts lost by them, unpaid wages, etc., 
On behalf of Jan Krellt and Christian 
Wals, two of the hunters of the 
schooner Vancouver Belle, who, with 
other members of tho crows of the 
vessels wore not Included In the set- 
tlenient by the Domlni(jii gnvcrnmcnt 
Messi's Mason and Mann are jireiiaring 
a petition to bo jjresented in connec- 
tion with the application miulo for 
the winding up of the Vancouver 
Shipbuilding. Scaling and Trading 
company which owned the schooner 
Vancouver and which has ju.st gone 
into liquidation, although long prac- 
tically defunct, for the jjurpo.se

INVESTIGATES METHODS 
OF CIVIC OFFICIALS 



! Aldermen Ouestion Heads of 
i Departments Upon Their 
:;Work ,. 



In Its effort to get at tlie reasons 
for tlio allegeil lack of system in the 
conduct of civic public works and to 
ascertain what foundation exists for 
the numerous complaints which rate- 
payers have mado to various aldermen 
concerning tiio delay in flnishing: these 
and the needless amount of labor pcr- 
: formed In executing themi the olty 
^. council held a special session last 
•. evening. At the eonclualon oC last 
' night's session only a portion of the 
facts had been brought out. Qiios- 
tioiis had been prepiu'ecl and rurnished 
to City Engineer- Top p, Water - Com- 
missioner ' Raymur, Suporlnlondont of 
Street Work C. H. ^Ya^^y^ck and Fore- 
man Pusey and .theso officials appear- 
ed In ijcrson to answer 'them, as well 
as any otlier questions which might 
be asked., Tliore was 'not time last 
night to quostion the water commis- 
sioner and accordingly the ■ meeting 
wa.s adjourned until 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. 

AVitli the council chamber at a tem- 
perature whlcli would disgrace a barn 
the aldermen were obliged to wear 
tlielr overcoats and tlie frcqaont mi- 
grations from tlie desks to tlie grates 
at times tlircntened to terminate the 
meeting through lack of a quorum. 
Sonio twenty electors shlvereil 
througliout tlie session but the ma- 
jority found It ImpoHislble to stand the 
chill atinos|)hero and departed before 
the meeting concluded. 

Tlie various nll'u'ials wore exchidrTl 
from the council clianibcr and called 
in turn to give the souglU-for Inforiiia- 
tion. City Engineer Topj) was the 
Ilrst, Mayor Hall stating that owing 
to certain i-harges being made tluit 
there is no .=,y:;tem on which the city 
work Is done it had been decided to 
make the Investigation. 

Mr. Topp Answers Questions 
To the query as to how many fore- 
men are employed, the number of men 
undei- each and how engaged, -Mr. 
Topp stated that at present tliei-e are 
eight who might bo termed Ilrst fore- 
men receiving salarli.'S ranging fro.ni 
So to SO I)er ila.w b'^oreinen I.,a\vreiieo 
in cliar.go of the salt water high jn-es- 
sure system work receives $5. a day, 
and has 50 men under him; Forenuui 
Cutten in charge of the cement ml.xer 
gets $G a day and no overtime and 
lias 2(i men; p'oreman Mitchell, con- 
crete sidewalk work, gets $3.50 a day 
and has charge of 25 men; Foreman 
Jones, $5.50 a day and "1 men; Green 
55.50 and in charge of 20 men; Fore- 
man Taylor In charge of plank side- 
walk construction is paid a .salary of 
5S0 a month and has five men. On 
sewers and main surface drains con- 
struction work William Clark is fore- 
man at a wage of $5 a day and In 
charge of -14 men, while D. D. England 
is superintendent of yarks and bou- 
levards at a salary of $!)0 a month 
.and In charge of about 12 men. There 
are besides ten sub-foremen who thcni- 
j.selves work on the various jobs and 
"have small gangs under their charge. 
/.These sub-foremen receive from $;;.75 
.rto ti a. day, the majority recnlving 
:,.;$3,50;.. All the real foremen are ap- 
pqlnt^^i' by the city engineer. Xn-sonie 
J'casep Mr. Warwtfek has appointed men 
but these are always approved of by 
• the engineer. No overtime is alloiivcd 
the foremen, but the men are allowed 
overtime at the hourly rate at which 
they are regularly paid. Sometimes 
they might not work the full hour, 
but they were allowed a full hour's 
pay in cases where all but a few min- 
utes of the hour was spent at work. 
Tile foremen are paid only when they 
work. To draw pay they must bu on 
the job. 

Not Enough Money 
In response to the question why the 
carts were not put on In each ward to 

do repair work as ordered by the coun- 
cil last spring, Mr. Topp stated that 
there were not sufllclent funds at his 
(llspn.sal for maintenance work to l<eep 
oni) cart steadily at work on road I'c- 
pairing. The scheme was adopted for 
a short time until the work of street 
sprinkling wa.s undertaken and as thi 



local improvement, work had boon de- 
layed by reason of the lack of crushed 

rock. 

Alderson Henderson referred to Mc- 
Clurc street and Vancouver street, 
which had .boon held up, and the ma- 
cadam not laid for a long time. Mr. 
Topi> stated that it had not been deem- 
ed ^yIse to put down the rocic until the 
gas pipes and other mains wero laid. 
The gas company did not always hurry 
up-, .when putting In its mains and It 
wast;dlfBcult.i^o. get the- company to 
lay iwain8.jOTien there .would bo no 
revenue In sight. He stated that the 
street roller had not been put on .Hill- 
side avenue where a large amount of 
gravel had been laid becauso the gravel 
was laid In the dry weather and would 
not bind without water and as ho could 
not borrow one of the sprinkling wag- 
ons the gravel -was not rolled- Orl 
MePherson and Fulerton streets gravel 
had been jiut down just to prevent 
mud. It would not be possible to llnlsh 
the work on those two streets until a 
siqiply of proper material could bo se- 
cured. The city has not got it and 



and -Inspected the work twice a day, 
but in the winter ho could riot manago 
to do so more than once a day. The 
manner in which the Avorks aro scat- 
tered about the city make It very 
dlllicult to get around and at tho same 
time leave him sufllclent time to make 
his two calls upon tho city 'engineer 
every day. Often tho latter olllclal 
is engaged and ho (Mr. Warwick) has 
to wait for som-o time. Ho declared 
that the statement that, ho often did 
not get down to his work until 10 
o'clock in the morning to ho a lie. 
Ho endeavored to give personal super- 
vision to the world but It sometimes 
happened that tho gangs would have 
to wait for material which had' been 
ordered. This fault was due to the 
fact that the parties by Whom tho 
material Is supplied would take their 
own good time In deyverlug it despite 
every protieat on Mb part. He had 
told Mr. Topp when these things 
occurred. The foremen notify him 
what supplies are required and he 
sees that the stuff is delivered when 
wanted. It was true that sometimes

gravel but the"awners in their petl 
tlon for the local Improvement- work on 
those streets has asked for gravel. 
Complaints ha.d been made about a 
drain oh Hlchmontl avenue, which It 
was stated had been damaged by the 
P. C. Electric ' company, and he had 
been ordered to make the company re- 
pair It or do tho work himself and 
charge the company. Investigation had 
shown that tho drain has been out of 
commission a year before tho com- 
pany touched it and he did not con- 
sider that the company should be call- 
ed upon to pay. He could send in the 
bill If the council wished It. 

Securing Grades 
Mr. Topp explained the system of 
securing street grades. The question 
of expense wa.s always considered and 
the effort made to got the grade which 
Is most satisfactory for the Improved 
property along tlie street. Ho cited 
sevrral cases where there had been 
dUllculty about Kctting a grade but 
declared that unless some unforeseen 
diniculty arose grades were very sel- 
dom changed after a work had l,een 
commenced thcagh he was aware that 
statements to the contrary had been 
made. 

He stated that In only one Instance 
wns a street graded and niacadanil7;ed 
before the water mains and sewer wore 
laid and that was .McBride avenue, 
where the sewer was not laid prior to 
the completion of tho work as there 
was not a single house on that street 
which would have been served by a 
sewer. As to the water works main 
it was not until recently that the de- 
partment had all the necessary pipe 
to put In. 

The Bookkeeping 

Mr. Topp explained tho method 
adapted to keep track of .the progress 
on the various city works. A daily re- 
port Is made by the foremen showing 
exactly where, when and how much 
work is being done. Mr. Warwick re- 
ports to him twice a day, morning and 
afternoon. He (Mr. Topp) inspects 
every local improvement when It Is 
completed but there is so much work 
going on that in many cases ho can- 
not get around before some of tho 
works arc completed. lie could not 
sav off-hand what was tho cost of the 
cement walks laid last year as com- 
pared with that done the previous 
year. He suggested that it would be 
a good plan If ho submitted a report 
mapping out tho work to be done dur- 
ing the present year and offered some 
suggestions which he thought would 
be of value. 

This suggestion was accepted by the 
council, and Mr. Topp will submit his 
report at next Monday evening's, 
meeting. 

Mr. Warwick -was the next official 
to come before the council. To the ques- 
tion why gravel and other supplies had 
been hauled to jobs in greater quanti- 
ties than required, as was done on. 
Store street, he stated that he endeav- 
ored to get enough material for what- 
ever work Is under way to the spot. 
There Is usually a small surplus which 
has to be taken away but during the 
past few months he followed a plan of 
being a little ehort and It Is a simple 
matter if more material is needed to 
have It delivered. It was true that the 
cement mixer had been hauled away 
twice from Slmcoe street. The work 
had started, but a quantity of rock had 
to be blasted out before the walk could 
be completed and the mixer was put 
on another job. The street improve- 
ments on Slmcoe street were being 
done under two bylaws and he always 
endeavored In such cases to complete 



latter work took half the sum av;ill- one job first. Ho was not delayed In 



able for the repair work the cart 
system was not continued. Alderman 
Cameron declared that the council 
v.-hon It decided to place .a cart in 
each v.-ard whereby material could be 
carried and small repairs to the street 
made bad considered that its Instruc- 
tions would have been carried out. It 
did not matter what other jieoplc 
might think as to the propriety of this 
work or that the money might bo 
spent in some other necessary work. | 
The council had considered that the 
cart system should be given a' trial I 
and he strongly objected to the work 
having been illsconllnuod. 

Alderman McKeown stated that Mr. 
Topp had told him that there had not 
been sufllclent rock in some of tho 
wards to keep the carts busy and ho 
had thought it better to take the 
carts and use them on other work 
.where they were needed more. 

Mr. Topp believed that when he de- 
cided to discontinue using the cart.s 
ho had told some of the aldermen, but 
hn admitted that he had not been in- 
.strueted to stop that particular work. 
Asked why excavations are not propcr- 
l.v protecteil to prevent .•iccidents :is 
was ordered by tbr', council, the elly 
engineer claimed that ev(.'ry ijrecau- 
tion Is taki'u and he had been most 
particular tn order Ills men to nee. to 
this. Ijiglits however had been stolen 
and others had gone out and desi)lto 
the closest attention to thls'matter ac- 
cidents had lianpened. 

In Chargo of Sidewalks 
:Mr. Topp exiilalned that .Mr. M'ar- 
wick had not been given full charge 
of works as per the councU's Instruc- 
tions when the latter was appointed 
last year. After tht." apiiolntment they 
liad had a talk and Mr. Topp bad de- 
cided that as the sidewalk work w:',s 
nearly a year behind .Mr. Warwick 
should be placed on that work first and 
when It had been advanced sulllclenlly 
to warrant a change latter could take 
up other work. It would thus afford 
.Mr. ^Varwlck an opportunity of getting 
familiar with conditions. He was told 
to push the sidewalk work as foat a.i 
possible. To Alderman Fullerton's as- 
sertion that It has been rumored that 
eomc one on the council had told Mr. 
Warwick that he wns not to do other 
than UH the city engineer said, the 
latter declared" that no one hnd ever 
tnaiin any such statement to hlin.

hlfi work through any fault of any of 
the other foremen. They had dime 
their best so far as ho could see. On 
Vancouver street there had been a lot 
of filling put In before the cement 
sidewalk could be laid and this filling 
had to settle or the walk would later 
crack. That was why he had moved 
tho mixer twice from that street. 

Mr. Warwlclt stated that there are 
re.s'ularly employed on the mixer an 
average of 23 men, With one foreman. 
The average daily capacity of the 
mixer is about 730 feet of five foot 
cement walk, or about 301 superficial 
area. From May 1 to December 31 the 
gang had been employed 176 days and 
tho mixer had been laid up for six days 
for necessary repairs. The average 
output per day was 190 yards and In 
addition 16,843 feet of curb and gutter 
had been laid. 

A\'Tien the machine is doing .straight 
concrete work the cost of the work Is 
16 cents per yard, and If done by hand 
the cost would be 25 cents. He could 
not recall any case where tho mixer 
had been sent to a street before there 
was material on hand to be used. 
Tliere were workmen sent to the street 
before the material, but not tho mixer. 
Had Followed Instructions. 
Except in one case, he had followed 
Ilia instructions tment keeiiing jirivate 
crossings level with the cement walks, 
also scoring the same, in that ease 
a crossing in front of the Victoria 
Truck and Dray Coiiii)aiiy, he had low- 
ered It somewhat on Instructions from 
i\lr. Tojip. .'Jeforc strei;t work Js un- 
dertaken tilt ov.'iH^rs thereon are asked 
to notify the engln<;er If tbe.v desire 
crossings to be put in across the 
btnihivard. Jiany owners do not ex- 
press any wish anil when the work is 
put down attention Is paid only to 
those crossings asked for. fie was 
aware that the council bad Issued or- 
ders that the street names should be 
staiiiix.d In the concrete, liut jMr. Topp 
had given hini no tiddltlonul instruc- 
tions In connection therewith, either to 
put them in or leave tluaii out. Ho 
generally consulted with Mr. Toiip In 
eases of any dlfllciilty In connection 
with the works and he did not jiro- 
ceed on his own hook. He was subject 
to ,Mr. Topp's Instriictloiis.. , 

'•Then you .are not to blame" .declar- 
ed Alderman FuUcrton. 

As to putting drains under tho 
cement walks he decided whether such 
drains were necessar.v, how many 
needed and when: they should bo 
placed. Ho miido every effort to In- 
spect tho work as often aH posHlblo. 
In tho.sumnier when he could ride his 
bicycle ho visited tho various gang.'? yesterday, 



for some time prior to tho new walk 
being laid, but It was a most dlflicult 
thing to do this sidewalk work with- 
out occasioning some discomfort to 
citizens. He believed that better pro- 
gress could be done If each sidewalk 
gang Is supplied with a mixer. Ito 
had never ordered a foreman to retain 
a man on the job whom tho foreman 
wished to discharge. Ho had had men 
under him who did not do proper work 
and he had discharged them. 

Is Economical 
He believed that the worli^under his 
direction was done in as economical 
a manner as similar work could bo 
done under contract. In contract 
work probably more work could be got 
from the men, but they would be 
driven and called upon to do more 
than a fair diiy's work. On the other 
hand contract work has to bo closely 
watched while tho results are not as 
lasting or substantial. He believed 
that If he had supervision of the 
whole street work he could do better 
as he would be able to make tho 
different portions fit In togctlior. He 
declared he was carrying out his 
duties In a capable manner but that 
any one man could carry out the In- 
structions given by the council he 
very much doubted. He would have 
to bo a whirlwind. 

Street Repair 
Leonard Pusey, In charge of tho 
maintenance work on the streets, in- 
cluding street cleaning and small re- 
Ijairs, and also in charge of the local 
Imiirovement work and block paving, 
staled that he got his Instructions 
from the city engineer whom he sees 
nearly every day. In making small re- 
pairs he considered It was his duty to 
do the work without any further In- 
-structions If ho had tho material on 
hand. He assists the engineer In es- 
timating the cost of the work, but in 
undertaking supervision of a" work it 
was seldom that he was supplied with 
any plan as to grade or material. It 
was his duty to clean up the streets 
after the completion ol the work under 
his charge, though In the general main- 
tenance work he had control. He sta- 
ted that It was quite true that piles 
of sand had been left along the edge 
of the streets after work had been 
eompleted but as a matter of fact for 
years there has not been sulllclent 
funds to even look after such small 
details. He had no objection to urge 
against the system of having a cart in 
e^ich ward to be used In rejiailr work, 
r Alderman .Cameron refeir/Jd to tho 
poor method adopted in repairing holes 
In tho streets,' The holes : had merely, 
been filled In with crusheji rock which 
was .soon scattered oil over the road- 
way. The crushed rock' had not been 
properly laid on the .. causeway, ' the 
rock at the sides of., the road being 
higher than that in trie middle. There 
was nothing the public • objected to 
more. Alderman Cameron declared, 
than holes In the streets. It would 
be better to spend tho money on keep- 
ing the streets right even If some other 
work had to be abandoned. 

Mr. Pusey seated that he did hot 
labor under any disadvantage other 
than those common to any contractor. 
Ho was given a pretty free hand In 
hiring men and ho denied that' the fore- 
men had to put on any men sent them 
whether they wished to do so or not. 
Ho believed the work done on Hill- 
side avenue by the laying of gravel 
was simply a waste of money as was 
also the laying of poor quality of gra- 
vel oil l''ullerton and MePherson 
streets. He denied that in the road 
improvement work on Washington 
street the grade was not followed. On 
tho contr.iry tlie grade fixed upon v.'a.s 
followed throughout the work. 
; This afternoon at 2 o'clock the hear- 
ing win bo resumed when Water Com- 
missioner Haymur will be examined.

Beauty of Victoria. 

Sir — I have read ilr. Tusse's schenic 
for beautifying Victoria and 1 mont, 
lieurtlly untlorse it. it that were put 
into effect and the funds und improve- 
ments controlled by a proper committee, 
what a lieautlful city we could have. 
We could have gardens in our p.-irks 
that would bu alino.st uiiequuleU any- 
where, in fact In every way this could 
be luadu aii iUoal pleusuru resort, the 
i.ios Angeles of Canada. Nature lias 
made this one of tho moat beautiful 
spots on the face of the earth, but 
-Nature; will not malie our rond.s, thl.s 
no must do ourselves. If this wen; 
made a city such ua Mr. Taaso has 
pictured, with the best of roads, parks, 
etc., it would attract people of wealth 
from everywhere to reside here. To do 
this we must have any amount of water, 
du.stless and nuulless roads, a winter 
garden, the town beautified cvory v.'here 
with flowers, trees and boulevards and 
everyone encouraged to malce tUoIr gar- 
dens and their place generally attrac- 
tive. Tho main drives of the country, 
such as the Coast rood, completely 
round to .Saanlcli want to be completed 
rlKlit tliroiiBh, the road from t.Jolil- 
ulieam up to Cowlchan that la belnj; 
built now is also a very important 
drive. 

If such a scheme as Mr. Tasso's could 
bo put through wo could have a city 
here with attractions such that every- 
one would want to settle niul we would 



5iave his position well located, and to 
a .fair degree of accuracy. And in 
another way It would bo most use- 
ful; I.e., before tho undertaking of 
any' trip he ml;,'lu take into any one 
(if the mapped areas, the oetall of 
the map would enable him to ap- 
proximate the various important items 
\vhlch his exploration • would Incur, 
such as the length of time required, 
tho kind of material, etc. throuRh 
its many phases. Sucli a map would, 
in my . opinion, bo a OToat result of 
the geological, exploration^ and, to the 
practical, man. in the woods, the most 
Important pne. 

As conditions stand now, most of 
the territory adjacent to tho coast line 
'Is so densely overRrown that an cx- 
liloratlon of any sb.o through this 
::ountry and into the Interior is almost 
iinposslblii. 

' It Is certainly Imperative that tho 
exploration such as you have proposed, 
must, sooner or later, be carried out. 
Little Work Done. 
Mr. Rithet: "I thought that this 
matter wa* in tho hands of the IJo- 
mlnlon government; why not then ad- 
drea them instead of the local idmln- 
istratlon?" 

Mr. Thomson: "Every year a little 
is done by tho officials of the Uo- 
rninion government but stlckliiB upon 
the boat and looking out and upon 
tho hlll.s they say that this Is gneiss 
and that is granite, or something else, 
and make a note of It, but that Is 
about as far as they get." (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. McCurdy: "In Nova Seotia, the 
province from which I eomi", as well 
as in New Xirun.swick and Quebec, 
the Dominion government has spent 
a great deal of money in exploiting 
till! resources of the country."

The report was unanimously 
adopted.

"During tho last throe or four year.'3 
Vancouver has had thu offer from tho 
Dominion govornniont of a subsidy oC 
320,000 a year but up to tho present 
time they h.avo boon unable to eiilLst 
the capital required. (Hear, hear.) 

"Vancouver does not possess largo 
repair shops but WO have . them, whllo 
in addition Victoria is .the 'bnst placo 
for having work . of .this description 
done owing to its nearness to tho 
ocean, and upon this >grouna- some 
aro strongly in favor,. of tho onlarge- 
ment of the present flock, although if 
wo could get a new dock built ut K3- 
quimiilt wo would then possess two 
docks instead of one. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho enlargement of the prosont dock 
would bo almost as expensive as the 
building of a new one, while lu addi- 
tion it would bo thrown out of use 
for a year during which tlnio business 
might bo lost for ail time. (Hear, 
hoar. ) 

"A.s rogards coal bunkers. If vo.s«^e!s 
coaled here they would also buy their 
supplies hero, besides being a great 
conveiilenco. (Hear, hear.) As things 
are. vessels lost nnich time lu going 
either to Ladysniith or to CIomoK in 
order to coal, and they would rather 
pay a larger price for it hero than be 
subjected tg loss of valuable time and 
exposed to myxoh Inconvenience. 

"As concerns wharfage accommoda- 
tion It must bo evident to every ono 
that during the last few years tho 
character of water borne freight car- 
riage to this port has materially 
changed. Previous to 1900 nearly all 
th(,' freight came hero by sailing ves- 
sels, to whom time was not of groat 
Importance. 1 have always thought 
that tho>jc who built the outer wharves, 
and .Mr. Klthet had a great deal to 
do with thld work, showed great pre- 
science for these wharves have been 
mo.st unnuestlonably of extraordinary 
benefit to Victoria (applausu) and 
without thorn 1 doubt very much 
whether wo would at tho presont time 
have any wholesale trade at all. When 
bult these wharves were far In ad- 
vance of our rerjulrements but today 
this is not the case and a« commer- 
cial men we shoiild look forward to 
our wharfage needs during tho next 
ttiw years. (Hear, hear.) It raay bo 
long before wo have direct transcon- 
tinental railway communication but 
still a great deal of transhipment can 
be dono here provided wo have tho 
necessary facilities. (Hear, hear.) It 
l.'i now often more convenient and 
economical to ship goods In carload 
lots from Vancouver to tho northwest 
than from here although tho frelglit 
rales arc Identical, because tho steam- 
ers and the railways in Vancouver 
arc side by .side. (Hear, hear.) And 
It Is obviously a great advantage to 
save a charge of from uO to 75 cents 
per ton for haulage. In my opinion 
there is a possibility of doing an im- 
mense trade in general produce from 
both Victoria and from Vancouver 
with the northwest, and moreover, 
strung efforts are being made to re- 
duce freight rates from the coast, and 
if Victoria desires to secure this great 
trade she must be In a position to ship 
goods Just as cheaply from the 
wharves hero as shipments can be 
mado from Vancouver for' even an ex- 
tra 50 cents a tori' ls an ' Inlp'ortant 
item with large shipping firms. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

"Our trade with Kootenay and the 
and tho North-AVest Is promising, and 
the railway rates permit us to com- 
pete on perfectly equal terms with 
Vancouver, if we can handle the goods 
in aucstion ns economically. it Is 
well known that In Vancouver, whole- 
sale firms can ship on tho cars directly 
from their warehouses, although with 
us not a single llrm possesses this 
miirlced advantage. (Hear, Hear). But 
while It may he dlllicull for us to 
S(?cure vilrect railway connection with 
the Outer "Wharves It Is nevertheless 
a matter of very, very vital import- 
ance to our conmiorclal and shipping 
interests; and for that very reason 
we have asked for additional time 
for the con.sideratlon of this problem." 
(Applau.'ie). 

Recommendations Consistent. 

Mr. Pauline — "Wo have closely ad- 
hered to tho former representations 
of this lioard upon tlie (luestlon of 
the dry dock, for on several occasions 
we have placed ourselves upon record 
as /being decidedly In favor of a gov- 
ernment owned dry dock; and we still 
make that proposition our flrst con- 
sideration, while wo relegate a gov- 
ernment subsidized dock to the sec- 
ond position, and favor least the en- 
largement of the present dry dock. 
(Hear, Hear). Undoubtedly, it is only 
a matter oi a year or two when .several 
vessels which cannot possibly he ac- 
commodated In tho iM'cscnt dry dock 
will be coming to this port; and es- 
l)0cially, In view of tho I'act that 
a very largo graving dock capable of 
convenionclng the largest vessels, 
which are likely to frequent these 
waters for at least several years hence, 
Is being now built at Belllngham, the 
roinnilttee feels- that the Dominion 
Government should not be behind 
hand in providing similar facilities. 
(Hear, Hoar). And particularly so as 
the all-red route m.Ty in the near 
future become an accomplished fact. 
(Hear, He.ar). The committee has 
done conslder.able work and has con- 
sulted with several agents, including 
Mr. Rltliet, who have afforded us a 
good deal of valuable Infiu'matlon not 
only upon the dry do('k tiuestlon, hut 
ii.s regards the jirovlslon of coal 
bunkers and of Increased wharfage 
accommodation. (Hear, Hear). 

Mr. Rithet's Remarks. 

Mr. mthet. — "I caimot agree with 
the statement that onr wharfage ac- 
commodation Is Insulliclent. I In- 
formed this committee tho other day 
that our wharves were not supplied 
to the extent of even one-half of their 
capacity although it is ciulte true that 
business has Increased during tho past 
year. And when more accommoda- 
tion is needed, I will be prepared to 
supply It. (Hear, Hear). The carry- 
ing trade has greatly changed; as 
tramp steamers now come to tho point

which >;ls' nearest-.tof the place of pro- 
duction for their cargoes. (Hear,,Hear) 
And wo have dally illustrations of 
this, fact aa In the case of the Cosmos 
and tho French liners. 

Lighters aro not now employed and 
palling vessels no longer do tho freight 
shipiiing business. (Bear, Hear). The 
fiuestlon of wlitirfago accommodation 
In my Judgment Is amply provided 
for; nor do I take so much stock In 
the possibilities of the North-AVost 
trade, and for thls reason, that.I'ort- 
land and the Pugot' Sound hnrbor.s 
nre also markets for 'Similar products 
the principal article being wheat; but 
In this relation, it jnufit too remembered 
that with every mllu that wheat is 
brought to the AVestward, It Is com- 
ing to a lower market, because the 
lowest market Is here; whereas with 
every mllo that it is carried to tho 
Eastward It is going to a dearer 
market. (Hear, Hear). And whatever 
you do, you must absorb .-i very large 
proportion of llie freight rate between 
tho point i)t iiifuluctlon and tho tjoast; 
and hence, it Is not at all a feasible 
business proposition. (Hear, HcaiO. 

'iMr. Shallcross has referred to the 
disadvantagca under which wo labor 
In lacking direct connection from the 
wharves to the cars, ami here I agree 
with him. Itut the eine for this 
I trouble will only he found when wo 
I have a railway which has Its actual 
I terminus here; towards which ac- 
' (lUislllon we should bend all our on- 
I orgies and all our efforts. (Hear, Hear) 
j AVhence this raihviiy shall come, I do 
I not say but I do know, from niy study 
* of this question, that this Is a perfect- 
ly feasible proposition. (Hear, Hear). 
While moreover the railway which la 
brought upon the Island, will pass 
through tho very best part of British 
Columbia, In order to effect Its object, 
(Applause); and If this Is done, and 
tho final lernilnus Is mado In Victoria 
with suitable wharfage accommoda- 
tion We shall then hav<' considered 
this i."sue froju the right end; while all 
this talk about doekiige accommod:'.- 
tlon which Is not now recpilred Is In 
my judgment beginning at the 
wrong end. (Hear. Hear). For 
the trouble lies, not there. but 
In the lack of cftrcct railway 
connection and the extra charge 
for haulage, which this ' fact of 
necessity, entails upon the shipper. 
(Hear, hear.) And Inasmuch as mat- 
ters cannot bo changed until tho ship- 
ping railway Is directly connected 
with our wharves. It is jjlain that the 
construction of such a railway Is the 
key to tho whole situation. (Hear, 
hear.) 

"Again, a good deal has been said 
about the building of a breakwater; 
!L scheme which I eonsliler perfectly 
feasible, and which will enable us to 
make the harbor of Victoria as large 
as we wish It to be. (Hear, lu^ar.) 
And this further accommodation can, 
nioreON'er, be very easily secured If 
we aro jtrepared to loit up the money, 
which It will reiiuire; nor will that 
sum be vei'v large. .\nd, nevertheless, 
this ought to ill' either a government 
proposition or a railway proposition 
with government assistance. For tho 
private citizen Invests money for tho 
imrposo of getting apino return upon 
It; and many, many years must pans 
before any revenue can accruo out of 
any additions to our wharfage facili- 
ties. (Hear, hear.) 

"Hntll within the last ten or flftoen 
years most of our carrying trade was 
don" b.v Jiieans of sailing vcsuels car- 
rying probably ^.^OO or :',000 tons of 
cargo, and discliargiag as they did, 
say, 100 tons a day they would occu- 
py our wharves -for- twenty days or 
moru; but nowadays steamers of 1,700 
tons, vvihloh are unloaded and gone 
within the limits of a iitnglo day, call 
at our ports and lienc<^'thc extent of 
wharfage accommodation which was 
re^qulred some yeariri ago Is no longer 
necessary. (Hear, .-Hear/) And unless, 
gentlemen, this Is to become the Unal 
port of discharge, where vessels can- 
not only discharge but load again, in- 
creased wharfage accommodation will 
not be needed, and as all that cannot 
possibly he done until we get the tor- 
minus of a railway at this port, what 
we really need is the. construction of 
such a railway." (Hear, hear and ap- 
plause.) 
' An Explanation 

Mr. Shallcross; ".My reference was 
not so much to export'trade as to pos- 
slbliltles for trade With the north- 
western provinces, and the fact that 
our freight rates are equal overcomes 
my iiuestion rekiting to destination. 1 
may say tliat I am jiow negotiating for 
three carloads for" one town In that 
region, and although thi.s Is not a groat 
quantity of goods it sliow.H some of tho 
possllillltie.s for business in that di- 
rection; and If we proviile the neces- 
sary ccm venienees and faeilitie.s we can 
hold and keep this Imslness here. 
(Hear, hear.) And it was not so much 
the i|uestion of wharla.ge ai;commoda- 
tlon as the general question of con- 
\eiiiences for h.andliiig this freight, 
that I ha<l in view. .\ really large 
business can be secured in the north- 
west If we can only handle the gopd.s 
retiulred as cheaply as our competitors. 



(Hear, hear.) But we have ns yet no 
direct railway connection with the 
outer wharf,!'-. i.(Hear,. hear,). 

Mr, -MoGurdy! 1 "The /tendency ot 
this discussion, emphaaizes. the'- fact 
that- . thai; bualhesB .men oiitAtbls city 
should' jihakb' every ■ eftorCf*to'^ iaecure 
some stioh connection with the oiitor 
wharf; and, after all. It Is only a 
question of dollars and cents." (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Lugrin observed. that a good deal 
of tills discussion was somewhat pro- 
mature, as the committee had not as 
yet made any recommendation In rof- 
iM'enee to wharfage ;iccomniodatlon. 
(Hear, hear.) Iiuleed, he did not feel 
tliat he was ijulte competent to express 
iui opinion upon e.Tgineorlng ques- 
tions and matters which so Intimately 
a.''fccte(l our navigation Interests, 
which should rather be investigated 
by e.\i)erts. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Rebbeck said that a drydock ot 
very much larger capacity than the 
present dock vv.'is iir.gently roriuired. 
(Vlear, hear.) The present graving 
dock had neither the breadth nor tho 
depth nor the length which was need- 
ed, inasmuch as if It were enlarged 
tho bottom, one side and one end of 
It must be removed; what was left 
of It? (Hear, hear and laughter.) 
What was reqtilred was an entirely 
new and much larger dock. (Hoar, 
hear, and applause.) 

Mr. RIthet: "What depth of water 
is required In the case of a floating 
drydock?" 

Mr. Rebbeck: "I cannot say off- 
hand, but It should have at least 40 
feet." 

Mr. Rlthot: "Botw(?on forty and 
fifty feet, I should say." 

Mr. Itehbeck: "There should be at 
least forty feet, and thirty feet count- 
ing from tho sill." 

Mr. Rithet: "Is the water in Ks- 
qulmalt harbor di-ej) enough to pi'o- 
vide that measurement'.'" 

Jlr. Pobbeck: "I do not know its 
exact dt-pth. In any case accommoda- 
Hoii must be provided for any kind 
of vessel; and whllo ships aro now 
being built 800 feet In length, wo do 
not know how soon that length will be 
Increased. (Hear, hear.) They will 
also no doubt bo made deeper and 
wider. The Dreadnought Is of 82 feet 
beam, and as international complica- 
tions may arise,' we should be pre- 
pared to berth the very largest ships 
of war. (Hear, hear.) Prom figures 
which tho secretary has just handed 
me, I perceive that tho deepest water 
in Esquimau harbor Is llfty-threc feet 
and the shallowest thirty-eight feet. 
The proper course will be to construct 
one good and large new drydock In 
addition to tho one which wo now 
have, and leave this drydock aa It Is." 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Rithet: I am very glad to hear 
your views." 

^Ir. Rebbeck suggested the elimin- 
ation of the third reroinmendatlon in 
the report which advised as the last 
recourse the enlargement of tile pres- 
ent doc);, and .after some further dis- 
cussion this was done, and tho report 
n.s iimended ado))ted. 

.Mr. Rithet seconded Mr. Rcbbcck's 
motion. 

During ,.-hl3 discussion Mr. Paulino 
remarked that they could not overlook 
the fact tha» the enlargement of tho 
piesient drydock' wi's the policy which 
had the eud-'^r.-inlLin of tho Liberal 
mem'.'er for and the Liberal association 
of EsqulmaiC 

Mr. M<ar,a suggosted. the elimination 
of both alternative propositions, while 
Mr. Paterson who favored the placing 
of this project in the han<ls of a 
private eomiiany. thought there wa.«: 
danger If the government carried It 
out. of It being located in some other 
port. He, moreover, believed th.at tho 
policy of tho Dominion Government 
was not to build drydocks, but to sub- 
sidize companies who were prepared 
to undertake such great works. 

Mr. Rebbeck held that the odds wore 
altogether In favor of Esquimau, both 
from the practical standpoint, in oc- 
cupying the best possible position, :is 
well ns from the standpoint of the 
owner of a ship In distress. (Hear, 
hear.)
